‘Treacherous’ 
refugee 
proposal

JERUSALEM 

Isracl flatly rejected what she con- 
siders to be a treacherous proposal— 
giving Arab refugees the choice of 
receiving compensation or returning 
to settle in Israel, Mr. Ben-Gurion 
told the Knesset on Wednesday. “ We 
are convinced that this proposal is 
designed purely to destroy Israel,” he 
said, 

Ihe Prime Minister was dealing 
with a request by Mr. Haim Landau 
(Herut) for an emergency debate. 
Herut suspected that the Prime Minis- 
ter had agreed during his recent 
meeting with President Kennedy to 
allow some Arab refugees to settle in 
Israel. 

Mrs. Esther Vilensxa (Communist) 
also asked for the debate on the 
grounds that Israel refused the refu- 
gees their right to return to their 
homeland. 

Mi Ben-Gurion agreed to a 
Kinessct debate on the subject after 
the return of Mrs. Golda Meir from 
the United Nations. 


One fair solution 


Ihe Premier emphasised _ that 
there ts only one fair solution to 
the refugee problem. and that is to 
settle them among their own people.” 
Ihe number of Arabs who left 
the area which the United Nations 
had allocated to Isracl was no larger 
than-the number of Jewish. refugees 
from Arab countries who had to be 
absorbed into Israel. Ihere had, 
theretore, been an unplanned but 
cilective exchange of population 
between the two peoples. 

“Should the Arabs enter into 
direct talks with Israel. we will give 
all possible assistance towards the 
sctticment of the refugecs among 
their own people. We have experi- 
ence in settling refugees in conditions 
tur more atistere than those existing 
in our  nerhbouring States,” the 
Premier said.

Ihe Council, which was supported 
previously by the Jewish Agency 
from U.J.A. funds, was cut off from 
this source during the reorganisation 
which took place two years ago ol 
the entire fund-raising and allocation 
machiner\ It was almost ready to 
begin its own campaign when the 
U.J.A. urged it nol to proceed in View 
of the need to raise $50 millon in its 
emergency drive because of the 
unexpectedly large influx of imm: 
grants mto Israel. 

No price has been set for the 
“ American Shekel,” but all organisa 
tions have agreed to make available 
to the Council within six months an 
amount which will be not less than 
the amount collected during the 1960 
shekel drive for the World Z1onist 


ongress. 


DEARER MEAT ?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE SILVER LINING 


"Twa cynical disbeliever might 
well dismiss all theological 


significance of the rainbow 
as crude mythology, on a4 par 
with primitive man’s awe of the 
sudden eclipse. To the atheist the 
rational explanation suffices, and 
he is satisfied that this pheno- 
menon is but an example of the 
impact of refraction upon pure 
white light. Teleological considera- 
tion is excluded, for after all he 
can demonstrate the validity of his 
theory by simulating nature with 
a simple prism operating upon a 
beam of white light. 


The man of faith does not dis- 
pule the veracity of physics in its 
interpretation of the mechanics of 
the phenomenon. Some four 
hundred years back the commen- 
tator Sforno showed himself fully 
conversant with the natural 
explanation, but he saw in this no 
contradiction to the Biblical 
assertion that it appears as a 
symbol of the Divine promise 
never again to allow total destruc- 
tion to overwhelm the universe. 

Indeed, natural causation is the 
primary means through which the 
Almighty exerts this providence 
and exercises His guidance. Prob- 
lems of “ How ? ” must, of course, 
be resolved through experiment 
and scientific investigation, and 
no thinking religious man will 
categorically deny the validity of 
“ Natural Laws” established 
through inductive processes. 


UT: questions of “Why?” have 
still to be tackled. For what 
reason and purpose were these 
phenomena instituted”? Should 
we start with the axiom that there 
is nothing truly spontancous in 
our universe, we must assume that 
natural law, too, does not in the 
ultimate analysis function of its 
own accord. Why is ligm refracted 
when passing through varying den- 
sities ? Why does this refraction 
Operate so as to bring to notice 
the different colours of the spec- 


trum? Doubtless, 
plished scientist could take us a 
little further into these very com- 
plex matters and perhaps demon- 
strate that it is all part of a still 
wider “natura! law.” But finally 
we shall still be forced to accept 
certain broad premises, and we 
must admit that we have been 
engaged in little more than 
enlightened classification 


T is at this juncture that more 

speculative philosophy takes 
over from strictly scientific Inves- 
tigation, and whereas the unbe- 
liever searches in vain for meaning 
and purpose, the man of religious 
disposition sees in the very sym- 
metry of nature sacred design and 
the permeating influence of the 
Divine Omnipotence “ The 
heavens declare the glory of God 
and the firmament tells of the 
work of His hands.” 

The rainbow testifies to the 
limitations imposed upon all des- 
tructive influences in God's 
universe. No matter how grim 
the apparent prospects for man- 
kind and how devastating the 
weapons of annihilation, some- 
where not too distant the sun 
breaks through with its bright 
rays and creative energy. At the 
edges these refracted rays are 
broken into the seven colours of 
the spectrum, to demonstrate that 
destruction walks in the wake of 
discord and doctrinaire shadings 
of colour, and that the life-giving 
energy must be reunited before it 
can shine forth once again har- 
moniously as pure white light. 
God has chosen to manifest this 
covenant not as some extraordi- 
nary miracle; He has woven it 
into the very fabric of nature. 
The faithful belicve the perpetuity 
of the universe to be guaranteed 
by the Maker Himself. 

The sign of the rainbow is cer- 
tainly not obsolete in a world 
grasping for spiritual hope amid 
the din of unprecedented compe- 
tution in the harnessing of nature 
for selfdestruction.

Simon, Professor of Education at the 
Hebrew University. when he 
inaugurated the Zionist Federation's 
“ Education Fortnight ™ at a mass 
rally held on Monday at the New 
Community Centre. Grove End Road. 

The subject of his lecture 
was “The ROle of the Jewish 
Intellectual in the Diaspora.” 

Defining a true intellectual as a 
man who was involved jn. causes 


which transcended his own personal 
interests or well-being, Professor 
Simon said that such a person was 
a rare phenomenon in the present 
age. However, the well-informed, 
ever-studying Jew did exist, albeit in 
short supply, in every country of the 
Diaspora. And though not everyone 
could attain his level, it was the duty 
of every Jew to make a sincere effort 
to approach it. 

How could this be done ? Through 
a Study of the Bible, the Talmud, 
Jewish history, philosophy and 
mysticism, Modern Hebrew literature, 
or the socjal and political problems 


of the new Isrucl—a field of study 
which could be of particular benefit 
to the State.

Ihe tragedy of the first type, said’ 


Professor Simon, was that he was so 
progressive that he lost touch with 
these whom he wanted to lead and 
represent. For this reason, the onls 
true place for a committed Jewish 
intellectual was Israel. 

Reference was made to a leading 
article in last week's “J.C.” dealing 
with the Zionist Federation’s day 
schools’ system of “ Isracl-orientated 
education and stating “but it must 
be remembered that the great majority 
of British Jews still favour the tradi- 
tional. pattern of non-Zionist day 
school. " This was criticised by 
Mr. Jacob Halévy, Chairman of the 
Z.F., who presided. It was wrong, 
he said, to speak of the Federation's 
educational system as being contrary 
to tradition. Zionism was already 
known among the Jews of the Baby- 
lonian exile, who could not express 
their Jewishness unless jt was con- 
nected with the land of Jsrael,

opportunity to address the Council 
“in the interests of the United 
Synagogue and that he was going 
to make a plea to the sponsors of the 
motion to withdraw it. “I shall give 
you my reasons in the statement.” 

When the Chairman said that he 
could not allow him to make a state- 
ment before the motion was put but 
he would have an oqpenensy to 
speak in the debate, Dr. Feldman 
replied that by then “a lot may be 
lost.” For, once the mover and the 
seconder had made their speeches in 
support of the resolution, said Dr. 
Feldman, some other members might 
speak against it. Mr, Rossdale, how- 
ever, refused his request. 

From the platform Mr. F. M. 
Land (the Joint Treasurer who 


replaced Mr. Wingate in the biennial 
elections) made what he called “a 
formal objection that the motion as 
it stands is out of order.” Amid 
interruptions from the floor, “Mr. 
Landau. told the Council that he had 
Suggested to the sponsors of the 
motion how they could put it in 
order but they had not accepted his 
suggestion. 

Mr. H. Gaventa asked the Chair- 
man whether advice had been sought 
from the solicitors of the United 
Synagogue as to the wording of the 
motion lo which Mr, Rossdale 
replied that he had taken “ confiden- 
tial advice as to the steps which 
should be taken if the resolution was 
passed,” Not until the motion was 
passed could he say what that advice 
had been, and even then, he added, 
he would reserve the right whether or 
not to reveal it. 

Moving the resolution. Mr. Lueas 
appealed to the meeting to see that 
the debate should be free of personal 
considerations and should be influ- 
enced not by iodividual feelings, nor 
by individual desires, but only by 
the needs of the United Synagogue 
and the community. 


Not hasty 


He told the Council that the 
decision to recommend the recall of 
Mr. Montagu had not been a hasty 
one. “It was arrived at after long 
and deliberate considerations, and |] 
must admit freely that all the possible 
alternative personalities for the presi- 
dency were considered, but the con- 
clusion was reached that although 
there might well be many potential 


presidents, there was not one who 
possessed the qualifications of Mr. 
Montagu; he had been tried and 


proved, which could not be said of 
the others.” 


Mr. Lucas added that the presi- 
dency was no sinecure and that to 
have a mere tigurchead, or someone 


less qualified, would be useless or 
even fatal. He said that a state of 
crisis existed within the United 
Synagogue, there was a multitude of 
problems which had to be solved, and 
which could only be solved by men 
“who have not only the energy and 
the time but must also have the 
experience and continuity of service.” 
He urged that the void which had 
been created by Mr. Montagu’s 
resignation “must be filled now, and 
by the most suitable person 
available.” 

Recommending the former Presi- 
dent as that person. Mr. Lucas said: 
“Only a fool would say that Mr. 
Montagu has no shortcomings; of 
course he has, like any other human 
then went on to 
the . qualitics...which, he said, 
“inspired us, in the absence of a 
Suitable alternative, to requisition this 


—s for the purpose of asking 
? fontagu to withdraw his 
resignation.” Those qualities included 
a high standard of integrity and 
status; energy, ability, and time 
required to fulfil the task. But above 
all, Mr. Lucas stressed, Mr. Montagu 
commended himself to the Council 
because “there is ingrained in him 
a spirit of loyalty and devotion to 
the United Synagogue which could 
not be bettered, and because he can 
claim a continuity of experience not 
available to any other potential Presi- 
dent, the unique claim of 27 years’ 
unbroken service as an hon. officer.” 

“We believe,” Mr. Lucas ended, 
“that with loyalty from his other 


hon. officers, with the active support 
of the Executive Committee and the

Council, he could lead the United 
Synagogue back to where it belongs 
as the premier. religious body in 
Anglo-Jewry.” 

The motion was seconded. by Mr 
Sam Fox, who said that the issue 
was a simple one: “Do we want to 
get the best man to rule and guide 
the affairs of the United Synagogue 
or do we want-this body to split 
because of petty animosities io 

Mr. Fox recalled .that at its last 
meeting (when Mr. G. M. Gee was 
elected in preference to Mr. Wingate, 
who had the President's explicit sup- 
port) the Council had asserted .its 
rieht to have the last word in all 
affairs of the United Synagogue. 
“Having done that we should now 
ask Mr, Montagu to come back, as 
the best possible man to be our 
President,” he said 


Complaint 
Mr. Landau then spoke amid many 
interruptions, particularly when he 
revealed that approaches had been 


made to him to inquire for what 
price he would be prepared to keep 
guiet .and support the motion. Mr. 
Landau complained that Mr. Montagu 
had sent his letter of resignation not 
only to members of the Council but 
had also had it published to the com- 
munity at large through the columns 


of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE, and that 
in his letter he had “ cast reflections 
on the hon. officers of the United 


Synagogue, some old, some new.” 

While he respected the sincerity 
of the sponsors of the motion, Mr. 
Landau said, and while he admired 
the efforts of Mr. Montagu during his 
27 years’ service for the United 
Synagogue, . how could anybody 
expect them to ask Mr. Montagu to 
come back “ on the basis of the sfatus 
quo of this letter.” 

Another thing of which Mr. Landau 
complained was that the Council “ has 
never been properly taken into con- 
fidence on matters which go to the 
roots of the financial structure of the 
United Synagogue.” He referred 
specifically to the Marble Arch Syna- 
gogue scheme which, he stated, had 
already run into a total cost of 
£690,000“ and it may not. stop 
there “"—-against the estimated total of 
£380,000, and also to the Woburn 
House scheme. 


Co-operation 


If there was a crisis in the United 
Synagogue, Mr. Landau said, it Was 
not due to the resignation of Mt: 
Montagu but arose out of the 
tion that neither Mr. Montagu nor 
the United Synagogue had anown 
clearly “where they were going. 

In spite of that, he continued, if 
the Council were to ask by 
whelming majority for Mr. Montagu 
to come back and to inaugurate a 
policy of financial retrenchment, both 
he (Mr. Landau) and Mr. Gee would 
work with him jn the closest co-

Fowards the end of his Speech 
Mr. Landau disclosed that he. Mr. 


Gee, and Mr, S. Boxer had met Mr 
Montagu on Sunday. 
By that time several members ot 


the Council had urged the Chairman 
to close the debate and put the 
motion to the vote. 

But there were still two more 
speeches to come. Mr. Alfred Woolf, 
a Vice-President, recalled the saying 
that he who loved peace must pursue 
it. It was for that reason and 
because he did not want “to wash the 
dirty linen of the United Synagogue 
in the Press“ that he had not replied 
to the attack on him by Mr. Montagu. 

Making an appeal for unity and 
team work, Mr. Woolf said: “If I, 
who have suffered a lot of discom- 
fort from what Mr. Montagu had 
Stated in THE Jewish CHRONICLE, can 
say this surely the new hon. officers 
can do the same.” 

Mr. Wingate made a persona! state- 
ment to repudiate what he called 
“something in the nature of a red 
herring,” As former Treasurer and 
former Chairman of the Building 
Committee, he “strongly opposed ” 
Mr. Landau’s. suggestion that there 
was a financial crisis in the United 
Synagogue. Its day-to-day expendi- 
ture was on a healthy basis. and the 
Marble Arch scheme like all the 
other capital projects was viable, 
“ provided the policy | laid down is 
carried out.”

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WARNING ON MINISTERS’ 
STATUS 


“ Bitter feeling of frustration ”

Unless the salaries and conditions 
of service of ministers are improved, 
the great structure of the United 
Synagogue could collapse within a 
few years. 

This was the view expressed by the 
Rev. L. H. Hardman, minister of the 
Hendon Synagogue, at a meeting of 
the Dollis Hill Community Centre, 
N.W.2. on Monday when he gave the 
introductory talk in a_ series on 
“Facets of Anglo-Jewish Life.” 

Years ago, said Mr. Hardman, the 
strength of the United Synagogue 
undoubtedly was in the quality of its 
lay leaders. Today, and in the 
future, its very existence depended on 
the strength and standing of its 
religious leaders. It was a shocking 
state of affairs, he continued, when 
ministers of religion often had to 
depend for their living on gifts from 
their congregants. There was nothing 
wrong-—in fact it was an old and 
sacred custom-——-in wanting to show 

ratitude towards a spiritual leader. 
But instead of appreciation this was 
utilised by the laity as a whip with 
which to beat the minister. 

The United Synagogue, said Mr. 
Hardman, was today just drifting 
along on a wave of admiration on 


the part of other aoe organisa. 
tions. But it must no longer think in 
terms of how the world outside saw 
it; it must look inward and see that 
its core remained healthy 
Never before had there been such 
a bitter feeling of frustration among 
the ministry, said Mr. Hardman, 
They were not allowed to lead, they 
were being led. Ihey were up 
against lay administrators whose 
religious and ethical behaviour left so 
much to be desired. If half of his 
present colleagues were under the age 
of 40 they would gladly leave the 
ministry or seek a better life abroad. 
Mr. Hardman also complained that 
the only time ministers “had the 
pleasure” of meeting the Hon, 
Officers of the United Synagogue was 
when they were called before them 
to answer for some alleged misdeed. 
The speaker suggested that the 
Hon. Officers of every synagogue 
should try to find the real cause of 
the dissatisfaction of their ministers 
and then eect together to formulate 
some plan for providing a solution to 
what had become a grave problem. 
Other speakers at the meeting were 
Mr. Sidney Klein, who presided, 
Rabbi Dr. H. Rabinowicz, the 
minister of the Dollis Hill Synagogue, 
and Mr. Victor Lucas. a Warden of 
the synagogue

£100,000, is shortly to be built in 
Tel Aviv under the joint auspices of 
the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations and the Tel Aviv 
Municipality.

“FALASHAS ARE 
NOT JEWS” 


Professor's contention

Doubts about the Falashas of 
Ethiopia being Jews were expressed 
by Professor Edward Uliendorff, 
Professor of Semitic Languages and 
Literature at the University of Man- 
chester, when he addressed a mecting 
of the Society for Jewish Study at 
33 Seymour Place, W.1, last week. 
Dr. Richard Barnett, presided. 


Professor Ullendorff said that 
historically it was quite unwarranted 
to maintain that the Falashas were 
one of the long lost tribes of Israel. 
They were of non-Semitic stock. 

Evidence, he said, pointed to the 
conclusion that the Falashas, who at 
present are believed to number 
between 15.000 and 60,000. were 
descended from those clements in 
Ethiopia who resisted conversion to 
Christianity. If one was to term as 
Jews all those who resisted Chris- 
tianity then one would be landed with 
a laree number of Jews. The so- 
called Judaism of the Falashas was 
merely a refiection of Judaic prac- 
tices implanted in Ethiopia. Ther 
cult embodied pagan. Judaic. and 
Christian beliefs. They knew none 
of the religious practices outside of 
the Pentateuch. The Mishna and the 
Talmud were unknown to them. 


Basic difference 


The Falashas, the professor con- 
tinued. had no knowledge of Hebrew 

Monastic orders plaved a funda- 
mentai part in. the eligion, which 
was a basic difference between thei: 
religion and Judaism 

Why, asked the speaker, were the 
Falashas sO widely revarded a’ Jews , 
It was an interesting tale. Joseph 
Halevy had beén to CG;ondar. where 
most of the Falashas lived He saw 
that many of the customs of the 
Falashas were reminiscent of 
Judaism. One of his students. later 
Professor Feitlowitz. went to Gondar. 
saw the Falashas, then went to 
America and founded the World 
Pro-Falasha Committee which raised 
money which was used to found 
schools in Eth opia 

Professor Norman Bentwich. who 
thanked the lecturer, said that it 
appeared to him as logical that if 
people regarded themselves as Jews, 
and others regarded them as Jews. 
that this was a clear qualification of 
their being Jews

Negotiations between representa- 
tives of leading Isracli banks and a 
group of investors from Brighton, led 
by Mr. Lewis C. Cohen and Mr. 
Sydney Bellman, have been success- 
fully concluded with the formation 
of a new Unit Trust intended to 
appeal particularly to British inves 
tors. The Trust has the full support 
of the Isracli Government. 

The constitution of this Trust 
includes some special features which 
will make it attractive for the larger 
as well as for the smaller investors 
Of particular interest is the provision

in the Trust's constitution for repre- 
sentation of groups of foreign 
investors so that investors from 
various localities in Britain can be 
represented in the Trust. 

An advisory Committee to -the 
Trust will be constituted from repre- 
sentatives of groups of investors, 
The Chairman of the Committee will 
be Mr. Cohen, and, among others, 
the names of Mr. Bellman and Mr. 
B. Aiton, all of .- Brighton, were 
mentioned 

It is believed that the Trust, whose 
units will be quoted on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange, will begin operation 
shortly. Its name has not yet been 
decided upon. 


Bank Leumi's role

the Trust. and the Bank Leumi 
Le-Israel, the trustee for the Unit 
Holders. In Britain, the Anglo-Israel 
Bank, which acts as the London 
branch of the Bank Leumi Le-Isracl, 
will be appointed the Trust's Paying 
and Receiving Agent and Representa- 
tive. It will receive investments from 
applicants, pay dividends when 
declared, pay Unit Holders the. pro- 
ceeds of a sale if a unit is surrendered, 
and either hand over or act as the 
authorised depositories for the Trust 
Certificates 

Ihe PIA Management. Company 
(present value of Trust assets--1£7} 
million) is an established Unit Trust 
Management Company incorporated 
in Israel in the early ‘forties, and is 
poveee composed of Bank Leumi 
e-lsrael, the Union Bank of Israel 
itd.. the Foreign Trade Bank Ltd, 
and the I. L. Feuchtwanger Bank. 

As it is already the manager of 
another Unit Trust in Israel, it is 
thought that the PIA Management 
can, with its existing machinery, offer 
to the prospective investors in. the

in Israel. The operation will be at a 
specially reduced cost, remuneration 
not exceeding a one-time charge of 
1 per cent. Accordingly, the load- 
ing charge for each Unit is expected 
not to exceed | per cent.

Hendon has finally committed 
itself to the controversial “ friend- 
ship ties” with Tempelhof, in West 
Berlin. By 28 votes to four the 
Council on Monday rejected a move 
to break the link. 

Councillor A. Young moved an 
amendment to the report of the 
General Purposes Committee on the 
recent official visit to Tempelhofs and 
the suggestion that a supplementary 
estimate of £50 should be made to 
meet the cost of printing copies of 
their report. 

His amendment was that the Town 
Clerk “should be asked to write to 
the Municipality of Berlin-Tempelhof 
informing them that due to numerous 
protests... the Council have decided 
they would prefer the link to be 
broken.” 

Councillor Young said he moved 
the amendment because “ twenty-five 
per cent of the population of this 
borough are Jewish, and we know 
they suffered very greatly at the 
hands of the Nazis.” He said the 
link should be broken before it was 
“too deeply torged.” 

But he was opposed by a Jewish 
former Mayor. Alderman J, L. FPreed- 
man, a member of the official party 
to Tempelhof. Alderman Freedman 
said that a Jewish refugee from

Nazism, who joined the Allied Forces 
and was captured by the Germans, 
once told him: “I believe that the 
time has come for British Jews to 
take a close part in forming friend- 
ships with Germany.” 

Alderman Freedman then con- 
tinued: “ With humility I would ask 
those (people who had protested) to 
search their hearts and inquire of 
them. are they being true to the tenets 
of their own faith, those tenets which 
they have given to the world, and have 
become the foundation of all religions 

to love thy neighbour as thyself, 
ind that all men should dwell 
together in one community.” 

Another Jew, Alderman A. A. 
Naar; also supported the link. It 
was a question “which should not 
be shadowed by emotionalism,” he 
satd, 

Councillor J. W. Shock (also Jew- 
ish) said the link should be opposed, 
because “it goes right across politics, 
and religion. I think the doubt in 
people's minds is that there ought 
not to be a too-ready acceptance of 
the Germans.” 

Councillor ._D. Baron called it 
“extremely tactless and unkind” to 
the borough's Jews, so many of 
whom had relatives who had perished 
in Hitler’s gas chambers. “The 
kindest thing would have been not 
to rake it all up.”

AUSTRIA 


Foreign Office 
Statement 


A statement has been issued by the 
Foreign Office regarding the submis- 
sion of claims for compensation 
under the new Austrian legislation 
setting up a fund of $6 million for 
victims of Nazi persecution. 

The Foreign Office states that claim 
forms can be obtained from Austrian 
Consulates and from the United 
Restitution Organisation, 183 Finch- 
ley Road. London, N.W.3. Claims 
must reach the fund at Taborstrasse 
2, Vienna Il, by August 31, 1962 

It is most important that all 
claimants should apply forthwith and 
not delay until the end of the claim 
ing period, 

The fund has been in operation 
since September | and the first pay- 
ments to people aged over 70 (a 
privileged category) have already been 
made. 

Legislation providing some further 
measure of compensation for victims 
of Nazism is contemplated, the 
Foreign Office states.

RUMANIA 


Claims can now be submitted for 
compensation by the Rumanian 
Government unde: the Anglo- 
Rumanian Agreement of Novembe: 
10, 1960. 

This provides for a total payment

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BODIES BURNT ON HUGE 
PYRES 


Revelations at trial of ex-Nazis

DorRTMUND 


Huge pyres, some of which were 
60 feet high, containing the disin- 
terred bodies of thousands of 
Lithuanian Jews murdered by Nazis, 
burnt for days, stated a former 
Gestapo official who was a witness 
at the trial here before a jury of 
three former leading members of the 
Nazi “ Einsatzkommando™ at Tilsit 


The mass executions of Lithuanian 
Jews took place after the German 
invasion of Russia in the summer of 
1941. 

Anton Ruebe, a former Gestapo 
official who was sentenced to hard 
labour for life by a German court 
some time ago, gave evidence about 
the activities of the — so-called 
“Aktion 1005," which was estab- 
lished on orders of the Reichssicher- 
heitshauptamt in 1944. In the course 
of the “Enterdungsaktion.” this 
Operation was called, the bodies of 
thousands of murdered Jews had 
been disinterred and burnt on huge 
pyres. Some of the pyres were 
60 feet high and had burned for 
several days. Jewish prisoners and 
Russian prisoners of war were made 
to pulverise the bones that had 
resisted the flames. and the ashes were 
sifted in the search for gold and 
other valuables. Finally the prisoners 
who had been forced to carry out 
this ghoulish work were shot 
although they had been promised 
that their lives would be spared 


Soldiers shot 


Two former German soldiers testi- 
fied that those soldiers who. refused 
to carry out orders for execution 
were themselves shot. They men- 
tioned the case of two S.S. members 
who were shot because they refused 
to participate in the mass executions 
of Jews. Once even a distinguished 
S.S. officer had paid for his dis- 
obedience with his life. He was shot 
together with a group of Jewish 
women and children. 


Dr. Kiaus Hornig, a former police 
officer, testified that one of the most 
brutal SS. officers he knew. who 
responsible for the death of an untold 
number of Jews. was now a police 
officer in Western Germany. His 
name was Bruno Meiert, and he was 
living at present in Schieswig- 
Holstein. [Meiert has now been 
arrested and charged with complicity 
in mass murders.] 


Meiert, said witness, had thoroughly 
enjoyed the mass executions of Jews. 
Once the witness had reprimanded 
Meiert for his brutal haviour. 
Because of this, said witness, he was 
court-martialled a few days later and 
sent to a Nazi concentration camp 


Karl Friedrich Wolff, a former 
general of the SS. who had been 
Himmiler’s personal aide, declared in 
evidence was unaware of the 
existence of the ™“ Einsatzgruppen.”

TRIBUTE TO ISRAEL’S 
OLD SOLDIERS

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Shlomo Lavic, of Kibbutz Ein 
Harod in the Emek, the oldest sur- 
viving Isracli ex-serviceman who 
served in the First World War, 
pinned medal ribbons on President 
Ben-Zvi and Mr. Ben-Gurion, the 
Prime Minister (both of whom served 
in the Jewish Legion in the 1914-18 
war) at a ceremony in which 20,000 
volunteers of two world wars were 
decorated. 

The Prime Minister described Mr. 
Lavie as the epitome of the pioncer- 
ing spirit. Two of his sons were 
killed in the Isracli-Arab War. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said, adding: “I am 
highly honoured to receive a decora- 
tion from such a fine man.” 

The medal-ribbon, which consists 
of a Star of David emblem on a blue 
and white strip against a red, yellow, 
and green background, was presented 
to the ex-servicemen, formed in the 
order of their old units. 

The President then pinned decora- 
tions on Mr. Levi Eshkol, the 
Minister of Finance, Mr. Yitzhak 
Ben-Aharon, the Minister of Trans- 
port, Mr. Moshe Dayan, _ the 
Minister of Agriculture, Justice L 
Olshan, the President of the Supreme 
Court, and two former Chiefs of 
Staff—General Yaacov Dorji and 
General Haim Laskov, both of whom 
served in the Jewish Brigade during 
the Second World War. 

Mr. Moshe Sharett and Mr. Meir 
Argov, the Chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs Committee, paid 
tribute to the volunteers of the 
Jewish Brigade, who laid the foun- 
dations of Tecact’s Defence Forces, 


ordered him to attend mass execu- 
tions at Lublin. Afterwards he told 
Himmler bluntly that he would 
never again attend such a ghastly 
spectacle, and the S.S. chief never 
bothered him again. 

Bruno Streckenbach, a former S.S. 
brieade leader and head of the per- 
sonnel department at the Reichs- 
sicherheitshauptamt, told the court 
that he received numerous applica- 
tions from members of “ Einsatz- 
gruppen” in the East in which they 
asked for transfer to other units. He 


tried to help them wherever he 
could. At the worst, the applicants 
were transferred to the notorious 


Dirlewaneer unit or other front-line 
units entrusted with especially 
daneerous missions. 

The prosecution produced several 
Nazi documents on the persecution 
of lews in the East. One was an 
order eiven by Hermann Goering to 
Gestapo Chief Heydrich in July, 
1941, in which he was asked to 
“create the formal basis for a final 
total solution of the Jewish question.” 


“ Evacuation ” 


According to a secret protocol on 
a conference at Berlin in January, 
1942, at which the “final solution” 
was discussed, a total of 537,000 
Jews had been able to emigrate from 
N27i territory by that date. Most of 
them paid enormous sums to the 
Nazis ‘to make emigration possible. 
It was decided at this conference to 
“evacuate” the remaining Jews to 
territories in the East. Among those 
a end ne wis Adolf Eichmann 

In a top-secret order issued by a 
leadine officer. Field-Marshal von 
Reichenau, in October, 1941, the 
German troops in the Eastern terri- 
tories were severely reprimanded for 
their humane attitude. The civilian 
povulation in the East deserved no 
such treatment, but should be 
handied with utmost brutality. “ The 
troops in the East have the task to 
destroy our Jewish-Bolshevist enemy 


completely. This task exceeds and 
renlaces the one-sided traditional 
princivles of .soldierly behaviour,” 


the order declared. 

A former S.S. judge, Dr. Osthues, 
testified that members of the Nazi 
SS. and police who refused to 
participate in mass executions of 
civilians were often severely punished 
for disobedience. 


PEACE CORPS NOT 
FOR ARABS

WASHINGTON 

The newly established “Peace 
Corps” will not send its personnel 
to countries discriminating against 
American citizens because of their 
religion. This has been decided, 
despite opposition from the Depart- 
ment of State. 

A letter from the Director of the 
Peace Corps, Mr. R. Sargent Shriver, 
Junior, who is a brother-in-law of 
President Kennedy, to Mr. Leonard 
Farbstein, a Jewish Democrat Con- 
gressman from New York, gives this 
assurance in emphatic terms. 

When Congress recently approved 
the Bill establishing the Peace Corps 
it included an amendment forbidding 
the Peace Corps to operate in 
countries such as the Arab States, that 
discriminate against American citi- 
zens of the Jewish faith. The State 
Department, however, felt that this 
provision would be injurious to the 
U.S.A. position in the Arab coun- 
tries and succeeded in having this 
provision removed. The final ver- 
sion of the Act which was passed 
by Congress therefore did not con- 
tain the amendment, 

Mr. Farbstein, who is a member 
of the Foreign Committee, 
then asked Mr. Shriver about the 
policy of the Peace Corps regarding 
discrimination. In a written reply, 
Mr. Shriver said that the removal of 
the amendment will not change “the 
Peace Corps policy of not going 
into any country which might dis- 
criminate against Peace Corps volun- 
teers because of race or creed.” 


BELZEC MASSACRE 


An investigation into Nazi crimes 
at Belzec concentration camp, in 
Poland. is being conducted by the 
German authorities. The World 
Jewish Congress in New York is help- 
ing to secure testimony. 

Belzec was the scene of the 
massacre of 600000 Jews by a 
special SS. commando unit. Wit- 
nesses to the Belvec massacre are 
asked to come forward to assist in 
the investigation. 

Any person who was an inmate of 
Belzec and who has any knowledge 
of the Nazis who participated in the 
crimes at Belzec is requested to 
in touch with Dr. Nehemiah Robin- 
son, Director, World Jewish Congress 
Institute of Jewish Affairs, 15 East 
84th Strect, New York, 28, N.Y. 


‘Return to Judaism’ in Russia

Neither shechita nor circumcision 
are officially prohibited in the Soviet 
Union, but the former is not allowed 
in amy of the larger abattoirs on 
the grounds that it would slow up 
things there, while the latter is not 
permitted in hospitals and has to be 
carried out at home. There was also 
a terrible shortage of prayer books. 

This was stated by Dr. Bernard 
Homa, Chairman of the Board of 
Deputies Shechita Committee and 
President of the Initiation Society, in 
London on Sunday, when he gave his 
impressions of private visit 
which he paid some time ago to 
Leningrad and Moscow. The lecture, 
held at the home of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Hollander, in Golders Green, was 
organised jointly by the British Com- 
mittee in Aid of the General Israel 
Orphans’ Home for Girls and the 
Jewish Benevolent Society, with Mr. 
F. M. Landau in the chair. 


Yeshiva students 


Dr. Homa described how he spent 
a Friday evening at the Moscow 
Synagogue where he was invited to 
have a kosher meal. “When supper 
time came I was told that there 
would not be any meat since the 
animal which had been slaughtered 
that day had some blemish and had 
been declared unfit for Jewish con- 
sumption. Apparently only one 
animal was being slaughtered on that 
day for the whole of the Jewish 
population of Moscow, and that 
proved to be trefa.” 

He had also met the 18 students 
of the Moscow Yeshiva. “Since no 
religious education is permitted until 
the age of 18, most of the yeshiva 
students had to start from scratch, 
and the standard of learning therefore 
bears No comparison to the great 
Russian yeshivot of the past, A 
number of the students are over 20 
years old, and some are even in their 
thirties. We could hardly expect any 
great Talmudical scholars to emerge 
from that yeshiva,” he said, 

At the same time, however, Dr. 
Homa had met young Jews who 
spoke fluent Hebrew—a result of self- 
education at home, 

Dr. Homa, in mentioning _ the 
terrible shortage of prayer books in 


the Soviet Union, said he had seen 
people pray from cardboards on 
which pages of old prayer books had 
been pasted. These were distributed 
among the coneregation. But even 
cardboards were few. 

However, Dr. Homa added, many 
Jews came to the services not so 
much to pray as to meet their friends. 

The position of Jews had not 
changed much since the déath of 
Stalin. “ My predominant impression 
was that the Jews are still living im 
a state of fear all the time and are 
afraid to speak their minds,” he said. 
Because of antisemitism and the 
denial of equal opportunities to Jews 
in the Soviet Union, there was the 
beginning of a trend among. the 
younger generation to return to 
Judaism and their own people. 


PRIDE IN HERITAGE 
REVIVES

A tourist, who has just returned 
from White Russia, where he spent 
several weeks, reports that the num- 
ber of Jews now living in Minsk, 
the capital, is over 50,000. While 
the younger generation displayed a 
tendency to assimilate and inter- 
marry, the latest trend is rather 
towards a sense of what he described 
as “Jewish consciousness.” Foreign 
visitors are frequently asked by 
young Jews to tell them more about 
Jewish life abroad and especially 
about Israel. 

Nearly all tourists are asked to 
give prayer books, phylacteries, and 
prayer shawis, of which there con- 
tinues to be an extreme shortage. 

The Jewish community of Lvov, in 
the Ukraine, is reported to number 
about 30,000, the travelier 
reports. There is only one syna- 
gogue there, situated in the old part 
of the Jewish quarter. Next to the 
synagogue are the houses of two 
rabbis, who also act as shochetim. 
The old Jewish cemetery, destroyed 
by the Nazis during the war. has 
now been completely obliterated and 
covered with asphalt,

President of the Synagogue Council 
of America, whose function it is to 
unite the Orthodox, Conservative, and 
Reform movements in New York.

Emanu-cl, on fashionable’ Fifth 
Avenue, which is the largest Jewish 
house of worship in the world and 
the third largest in New York City. 
Here it is dwarfed only by one 
Catholic and one Protestant cathe- 
dral. New Yorkers refer to it as 
“The Jewish Cathedral.” 

The Synagogue Council of America 
was created in 1926. “Its function.” 
Rabbi Mark said, “is three-fold. 
Apart from uniting Jews it represents 


religious Jewry at meetings with 
Catholic and Protestant groups. We 
also mect Government officials when 


matters affecting religious Jews need 
to be discussed. 

“At one time Christian religious 
bodies turned to the Jewish secular 
organisations, but there are so many 
of them. Now they turn to us. I 
belong to many Jewish organisations 
where the religious emphasis is lost,” 
he said. 

“The organisation is concentrated 


mainly in New York. I would like 
to see this changed. Rabbi Uri 
Miller, of Baltimore (Orthodox), was 
elected first Vice-President. He will 
succeed me in two years time, 
Rabbi Seymour J. Cohen, of Chicago 
(Conservative), is second Vice-Presi- 
ooet. He will become President ia 
1965. 


“I would like to see Synagogue 
Councils established in Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and in other 
cities where there are many Jews, 
We have disunity everywhere In 
England you have a Chief Rabbi 
and not everyone recognises him, 
not even all Orthodox Jews. There 
is dissension among Liberal and 
Reform groups. Here we have the 
American Jewish Commitice and the 
American Jewish Congress... . Two 
things unite American Jews, anti- 
semitism and charity.” 


Faith in man 


Dr. Mark said: “If the Jew is 
to survive he must have faith in 
himself in his fellow-man, and in 
God.” As Senior Rabbi of America’s 
leading Reform congregation, he 
treasures his pulpit as a Divine 
instrument, 


He is opposed to intermarriage 
and is short with those who seck 
the cloak of Judiism merely for the 
sake of marrying a Jew. He ridi- 
cules the Reform Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations book of 
guilance to those who wish to 
become Jews. “ You cannot become: 
a Jew in seven easy lessons.” 


For years Rabbi Mark has been 
active among Christians and Jews, 
having served as Chairman of its 
Committee on Books and Brother- 
hood. He has played a part in 
recent White House conferences, 
He served as a Chaplain in the Navy 
for two and a half years during the 
war, attaining the rank of Licut.- 
Commander. He visited the far- 
flung Pacific Command, and was 
invited by the Air Force in 1956 
to conduct a special preaching mis- 
sion in the Pacific area and Japan, 
Last year he undertook a similar 
mission to Germany for the U.S.A, 
Army.

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KING UZZIAH’S RETREAT 
DISCOVERED? 


Royal palace found at Ramat Rahel

JERUSALEM 

Has the house in which King 
Uzziah “was set apart” after he 
was struck with leprosy been dis- 
covered ? 

This year’s excavations at Ramat 
Rahel would appear to hold the 
answer, 

The eastern part of the Royal 
Judean Citade! at Ramat Rahel was 
uncovered in the present season of 
excavations (the fourth season) at 
this site. The general plan of the 
fortified palace is now clearer. It 
has been established that this was 
indeed a royal palace, built in the 
eighth century 8.c.B.. on a site which 
had been bare before that time. No 
direct connection with any particular 
king has been discovered. 

The palace was small, measuring 
only 280ft. by 155ft. It was situ- 
ated exactly half-way between the 
Jerusalem of those days and Bethie- 
hem. 

No positive answer is forthcoming 
to the question why anyone should 
build a fortified palace so close to

the capital, which was about two- 
and-a-half mifes away, and one that 
was too small to accommodate a wife 
and family. 

Dr. Y. Aharon, who directed the 
excavations, however, favours a 
theory which holds that the answer 
is to be found in Chapter xxvi of 
the Second Book of Chronicles, 
where we read about King Uzziah, 
who reigned from the age of 16 
for a period of 52 years. Although 
he was at first a pious king, 
sinned later by entering the Temple 
and trying to assume the functions 
of the priest. and so was struck 
with leprosy, and, in the words of 
the Bible. “and Uzziah the King 
was a leper unto the day of his 
death and dwelt mm a house set apart, 
being a leper.” 

The cita lel was m :gnificently built, 
with a large courtyard and inner 
fortifications and walls, six feet thick. 
of stones 

A complete Proto-Acohan capital 
was found in the courtyard and also 
a fragment of another one Such 
capitals are familiar finds in the 
great cities of ancient Israel 


Samaria. Megiddo, and Hazor But 


this is the ficst Judean site in which 
they have been discovered. 

On the eastern side the archzolo- 
gists found an outer gate, a court- 
yard, and then an inner gate with 
towers, and a central hall, in which 
there was a magazine, 

A great deal of pottery, small and 
large jars, was found, as well as 117 
Stamped jar handles. In no other 
place have stamped jar handles been 
found in such large numbers. The 
total is almost 400. 

The most important find of a jar 
handle was one stamped with the 
inscription: “ Belonging to Eliakim 
steward of Joiachin.” Similar seal 
impressions have been found at Tell 
Beit (Dvir) and Beit Shemesh. They 
belonged to a functionary of King 
Iehoiachin, who in 597 
ace. There is thus direct evidence 
that the citadel at Ramat Rahel was 
stil! im use at that date. 

Part of the results revealed by 
this year’s excavations belong to a 
later period and consist of a citadel 
of the Persian (post-Exilic) times. A 
good deal of material relating to 
this period was found previously but 
the building which must have stood 
there was never located. This year 
its. emplacement was revealed. It 
stood to the south of the earlier and 
first citadel, probably on the site of 
tS gateway. 


Jewish governors 


Many of the seal impressions 
to this later 
period. A number, like in previous 
years. have brought to light names 
of hitherto unknown Jewish gover- 


A specimen was found with the 
inscription : “ Yehud, Yehoazar 
Pahwa™ Judah, Yehoazar the 
Governor). It was uncovered 
together with an impression of a seal 
showing a lion attacking a ram, a 
very popular seal motif im the fourth 
century B.C.£. 

The possibility of now attributing 
the Jewish governors of the province 
of Yehud to the fourth century is 
considered of importance in view of 
the scant information available about 
the period between Nehemiah and the 
conquest of the country by Alexander 
the Cireat. 

In summing up results of its work, 
the expedition came to the conclu 
sion that generally the results con- 
firm the supposition that it was Kin 
Uzziah who built here the first roya 
citadel. apparently the Beth Hakerem 
of the Bible: and that later, in the 
days of Ezra and Nehemiah. it 
became a district capital. 

The Institute of Near Eastern 
Studies of the University of Rome 
co-operated with Israeli institutes m 
the excavations at the site, and most 
of the work during this seasons’s 
excavations, which lasted two months. 
was done by volunteers, who included 
school-bovs: and by archeologists 
from England, the United States. 
Areentina and other countries.

NEW SOVIET CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST RELIGION 


Communist Party Congress in Moscow 


From our Special Correspondent 


The Soviet Communist Party is to 
launch a new, vigorous campaign 
against what is described as “ rem- 
nants” of religious beliefs, including 
Judaism. Details of this fresh 
onslaught will be placed before the 
22nd Congress of the Russian Com- 
munist Party, which begins its 
deliberations in Moscow next Tues- 
day. Included in the plan is a deter- 
mined drive “to spread atheism” 
among youth, especially in univer- 
sities and schools 

The latest drive against religion is 
part of the redrafted Party pro- 
gramme announced last July. which is 
to be discussed and adopted during 
the fortnight in which the Congress 
deliberates. 

The Congress will be held in the 
new hall specially built within the 
Kremlin to accommodate nearly 5,000 
delegates—-more than three times as 
many as at the previous Congress— 
who have been summoned to attend. 

The main item before Congress 
is the new Party programme 
approved by the Central Committce 
last June. It is Kruschev's grandiose 
plan for the “building of Com- 
munism over the next 20 years and 
the final development of “ The Soviet 
Man.” who is to be inspired “ with 


an inner need for work and for 
socially useful behaviour.” without 
any special pressure from = any 


authority, police. or otherwise. 
Shining example 


“The Soviet Man™ is to become a 
“shining example” to others. He is 
to undertake all work for the State 
“on a voluntary basis.” In a word, 
this is to be an ideal society from 
which all “ vestiges of bourgeois out- 
look” will be eradicated, including 
vestiges of religion and nationalism. 

It is this last point which is con 
sidered to contain a serious warnin 
to minorities tn the Soviet Union, an 
particularly the Jewish minority. The 
drive towards the complete eradica- 
tion of “all manifestations of 
nationalism” can mean nothing less 
than a further restriction of all cul- 
tural aspirations of the smalier 
minorities. This will be done to create 
what the programme describes as the 
development among the people in 
Russia of “common Communist 
traits in — and morals.” 

However formulated the 
programme makes it quite clear that 
it 4s the intention of the Russian 
leaders “to replace” the various 
separate. cultures. as well as 
languages. by the “ voluntary learn- 
ing of Russian.” 


Unacceptable morality 


Summing up the Communist Party's 
new programme for the “ ideological 
struggle against religion,” which is 
certain to be adopted by the Con- 
ress, Mr. F. N, Aleshchuk, the 

puty Editor of the Moscow journal 
“ Science and Religion,” declared that 
the Party's task will be “to prevent 
the remnants of the obscure past 


from entering the Party's bright 
future.” Ihe Orthodox Church, 
Catholicism, Judaism, Islam, Buddh- 


ism, and many other creeds, what- 
ever their name. preach, he said, sub- 
mission to faith, resignation to God's 
will, and the renunciation of worldly 
affairs. They all‘ implant a morality 
which is unacceptable to people con- 
sciously building a Communist 
society. The new draft Party pro- 
gramme explains the bankruptcy of 
religious belief and leaves no room 
“for the fantastic inventions of 
religion about a supernatural world.” 

In this “important plan” to fight 
religion will be the spreading of 
atheism among = youth Greater 
attention, he said, will be paid to the 
problem of “atheistic upbringing of 
children.” There are also to be 
special talks about atheism to parents 
and “ guidance on the atheistic train- 
ing of schoolchildren” will be part 
of the curricula teachers’ 
seminaries 

The new programme is the third to 
be formulated by the Community 
Party in Russia. the first having been 
drafted in 1903 before the Party came 
to power, and the second adopted at 
the 8th Party Congress in 1919. The 
new programme is the first which, as 


far as is known, was drafted without 
the of any leading 
Jewish Communist, because since the 
eclipse and elimination from the 
Party of Mr. L. M. Kaganovich in 
June, 1957, no Jew was left in the 
Central Committee. And contrary to 
the earlier days of Communist power 
in Russia, thefe are no Jews in any 
prominent position in the Party today. 

But there are many Jewish mem- 
bers in the Party. According to an 
estimate given some two years ago, 
there were supposed to be at least 
300,000 Jewish members in the 
Russian Communist Party, which 
today has a membership of some 
9,000,000. Yet, although numerous, 
it is hardly likely that the Jewish 
Communist will ever be given a 
chance to play any important rdéle 
in the movement. It is also unthink- 
able that they should be able to raise 
any voice against the Party's plan to 
cradicate nationalism and nationalis- 
tic cultures, which is unmistakably 
aimed in the first place against 
Jewish culture, of which only a 
skeleton remains. 

As on previous occasions, Com- 
munist parties from other countrics. 
including Israel, have been invited to 
send fraternal delegations and greet- 
ings. At the last Congress the Polish 
delegation included Mr. Zambrowski, 
a leading figure and a close associate 
of Mr. Gomulka. There were also 
a number of Jews among the dele- 
gates from France, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Rumania, and several other 
countries where there is still a sub- 
stantial Jewish membership. But these 
have declined rapidly in recent years. 
It is estimated that there are no more 
thin about 1.000 Jews in the Com- 
munist Party in Britain and less than 
10.000 in France, where, at one time 
immediately after the war, it was 
helieved that there were between 
40.000 and $0.000 Jews in the Party. 


MORE FUNDS FOR 
KEREN HAYESOD 


20 per cent increase 
expected

JERUSALEM 

Prospects of the Keren Hayesod 
for the ensuing year indicate the 
possibility of a 20 per cent increase 
on the 1£19,500,000 raised in the 
last fiscal year in all countries where 
the appeal is made, with the excep- 
tion of the United States, Dr. Isracl 
Goldstein, the Chairman of the Keren 
Hayesod, stated at a Press conference 
here on Tuesday on returning from 
official visits to France, England, 
Canada, and Chile. 

For the first time a concerted cam- 
paign is planned for Israel. It was to 
have started at the end of this month 
but in view of the Government's 
compulsory loan it may post- 
poned to a later date. 

Dr. Goldstein is of the opinion that 
in addition to having to make this 
forced contribution Israelis could, and 
would, still contribute something 
voluntarily towards the absorption of 
new wummigrants. 

He believed it was possible that 
1£3.000.000 to 1£4,000,000 might 
so raised. 

Dr. Goldstein thought that the sale 
of bonds and the mobilisation of 
investment capital had adverse 
effects on Keren Hayesod campaigns, 
important and welcome though they 
were for Israel. 

He proposed a number of measures 
to increase the efficacy of appeals 
among all Jewish communities. 

Dr. Goldstein also wants the World 
Zionist Organisation to emphasise 
anew to the Jewish public the 
importance of the Keren Hayesod, 
and to keep on reminding Zionist 
leaders that one of the major tests of 
a Zion'st is the example which he 
sects in giving and working for the 
Keren Havesod.

ISRAEL’S HOMAGE 
TO MOSES HESS 


Body reburied at kibbutz

JERUSALEM 

Israel paid homage to Moses Hess, 
“the father of Socialist Zionism,” 
when his remains and those of his 
parents were reburied on Tuesday 
at Kibbutz Kinneret, where Mr. Abba 
Eban represented the Government at 
the funeral service. 

Their final resting-place is next to 
that of Berl Katznelson, Nahman 
Syrkin, and other early leaders of 
Poale Zion, the forerunner of Mapai. 

From early morning the three 
coffins, draped with flags, lay in state 
in the building of the General 
Federation of Labour in Tel Aviv. 

The Premier, Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
the Speaker of the Knesset, Mr. 
Kadish Luz, and the Mayor of Tel 
Aviv, Mr. Mordecai Namir, led the 
long procession of people, who filed 
slowly past. 


Socialist pioneer 


Before the cortége left on its jour- 
ney north, the Chairman of the 
Jewish Agency, Mr. Moshe Sharett, 
and the Secretary-General of the 
Histadrut, Mr. Aharon Becker, paid 
tributes to the work of Moses Hess, 
which gave him an honoured place 
in the Richery of the Jewish struggle 
for national independence. They 
referred to his special réle as a 
pioneer in the Socialist movement. 

After Cantor Leib Glanza had 
recited the Kaddish, the coffins were 
placed on lorries, which headed a 
long line of cars, to Kibbutz Kin- 
neret. En route the corttge halted 
for a time at Kfar Hess (which is 
named after the deceased) where 
settlers from neighbouring settlements 
paid their last respects. 

The coming year will be the 150th 
anniversary of the birth of Hess. 
The grandson of a rabbi and the 
son of Orthodox parents, Hess was 
at one time the colleague of Kar! 
Marx and Friedrich Engels. 

Even before the birth of the 
modern Zionist Movement he turned 
to the idea that Jews must return 
to their ancient homeland as the 
only solution to their problem. 

At the opening of the session of 
the Knesset, on Tuesday evening, the 
Speaker, Mr. Luz, eulogised the 
achievements of the deceased. 


CONVERSION OF GIRLS 
IN MOROCCO 


Community’s concern

The question of teenage Moroccan 
Jewish girls being converted to Islam 
and married to Moslems was raised 
by Mr. David Amar, General Secre- 
tary of the Moroccan Jewish Com- 
munities’ Council, in an interview 
with an official of the Ministry of 
Justice, according to the Council's 
paper, “The Voice of the Com- 
munities." The practice of convert- 
ing young Jewish girls to Islam in 
Morocco “is a delicate problem to 
which Jewish opinion is particularly 
sensitive,” the paper said. 

Or conversion, a young girl “can 
he married without her parents’ know- 
ledge and without their being able to 
contact her later. Should she repent 
after an act impelled by a passing 
poonee it would be impossible for 

er to undo the links attaching her 
to her husband (or sometimes her 
lover) or the links attaching her to 
the religion to which she has given 
lip-service only,” the paper added

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AKIBA EGER BICENTENARY 


HERMANN SCHWAB 


ORTY years ago I visited the 
town of Posen. In . the 
cemetery | saw a small tomb- 

stone engraved simply with two 
words: Akiba Eger. When the 
Germans overran Poland in 1939 
the cemetery and its tombstones 
were destroyed, “but the name ol 
Akiba Eger, hallowed by history 
and legend, lives on in the heart 
of the Jewish people. 

He was born on Marcheshvan a 
1761. in the Hungarian town of 
Fisenstadt. an old Jewish settlement 
famous for its Talmudical scholars. 
His father was Moses Gins and his 
mother Giel Feer. The name Eger 
derived from that of the Bohennuan 
town : the son continued the names of 
father and mother and called him- 
self Akiba Feer ben Moses Gins. At 
an eafl\ ave he went to the veshiva 
in the neighbouring town of Matters- 
dori and from there to Breslau, 
where he became a pupil of R. Joseph 
Iheomin. Overcoming the drawbacks 
of a weak constitution, Akiba soon 
dis suished hinysell in all fields of 
Jewish learning. 


Devoted pupils

AUTUMN IN ISRAEL'S 
COUNTRYSIDE

T was our day off. No tractor 

was available for “ private” 

use. Some were in the fields, 
others in the machine-shed to be 
repaired and serviced. For our 
mechanics, September js a busy 
time of year; they hardly finish 
repairing the broken balers and 
harvesters and already it's the turn 
of ploughs. manure-spreaders, and 
seed-drills, all to be ready for the 


sowing of winter crops. 


So we harnessed our old brown 
mare to the cart and drove across 
the fields towards the cactus-grove 
of the abandoned Arab village, Al 
Muzera.

the heat of day (the desert winds 
being at times hotter than in May) 
the nights are cool. The rich fall 
of dew revives the trees, the 
shrubs, and wild flowers. 


Driving along the still empty 
highway we saw clusters of lovely.

Contusion over Damascus 


THE disintegration of the United 
Arab Republic, the “ withering 
away of the State™”.as one wit 
termed it, has created a host of 
anomalies, particularly in the diplo- 
matic field For the U.A.R. 
Ambassador in Rome has opted 
for Damascus not Cairo, as have 
the U.AR. envoys to - China, 
Argentina, Morocco, and Norway 
No one 
happen to the Embassy buildings 
in the various capitals. Mean 
while, there is much confusion 
among the Nasser lobby in the 
West. Its representatives advised 
Washington and London not to 
recognise an independent Syria yet. 
They apparently wanted them to 
wait until an anti-Western Govern- 
ment was returned to power in 
Damascus. 

The Soviet bloc had no such 
scruples and stole a march on the 
West by being first to recognise the 
new Syrian régime. 

There has been much _heart- 
searching among Nasser’s friends, 
who found consolation in _shis 
“statesmanlike decision” not to 
attack Syria. However, the plain 
truth is that Nasser did want to 
crush the revolt, but was unable to 
muster the necessary force This 
emerges from a telephone conver- 
sation on September 28, between 
him and Field-Marshal Hakim 
Amer, Egypt's Defence Minister, 
which was intercepted, recorded, 
and has now been broadcast by 
Damascus radio. 

One of Nasser’s journalist 
friends wants us to believe that 
what we witnessed in Damascus 
was “a_ millionaire’s revolt”; 
another, writing in a Sunday paper, 
says that future steps to Arab unity 
have to be “sufficiently freely 
accepted.” But he seems to have 
forgotten that Egyptian-Syrian 
unity was ratified in a plebiscite 
only three years ago by a majority 
of 99.9 per cent. 


With the exception of Israel, 
elections have not 

en fashionable in the Middle 
East in recent years. This Sunday, 
however, Turkey will hold an 
election, while on October 25 the 
Greeks will go to the poms, and if 
Dr. Kuzbari js as good as his word, 
there will be elections in Syria, too, 
within the next. ten weeks.

Four major parties are contest- 
ing the Turkish elections. The 
Republican People’s Party, headed 
by former President Ismet Inonu, 
is the oldest and best known among 
them. Until 1945 it had a virtual 
monopoly in Turkish _ politics. 
During the 1950s the Democratic 
Party under Menderes was in 
power, but it was dissolved follow- 
ing the arrest of most of its leaders. 
Also in the race are the Republican 
Peasant Nation Party (headed by 
Osman Bolukbasi), the Justice 
Party (led by Ragip Gumuspala— 
who has complained that leaders 
of his group were recently arrested 
by police), and the New Turkey 
Party (under Ekrem_ Alican.) 
These parties represent different 
classes, social strata, and political 
interests, although this is not 
obvious from their election man- 
festos, which, as elsewhere, promise 
all things to all people. There are 
no major differences between the 
parties on foreign policy.

“James Aldridge is the greatest 
British contemporary writer,” a 
leading Soviet literary figure told 
me the other day. . “ He is greater 
even than Priestley,” added the 
man, who admittedly came from 
one of the outlying Republics of 
the Union.

THE DEAD OF BABI YAR 


The moving poem on the martyrs of Babi Yar, 
by the Russian poet Yevgeny Yevtushenko, and 
the venomous attacks jt has evoked from the 
Soviet Establishment’s literary spokesmen, if 
that be the right term, bring into. dramatic 
focus the plight of Soviet — Jewry. For 
20 years, come Stalin, come Malenkov, come 
Khruschev, Soviet official statements have deliber- 
ately avoided mentioning the fact that the Nazis 
exterminated all Soviet Jews they could lay their 
hands on, and that the overwhelming majority of 
Soviet citizens killed by the Nazis on racial 
grounds were Jews. This silence regarding Nazi 
antisemitic atrocities began with the signing of 
the Nazi-Soviet pact in mid-1939, when all anti- 
Nazi propaganda ceased and Jews began to be 
removed from positions of prominence. It has 
continued virtually until the present day. The 
fact that the Nazis were actively or. passively 
assisted by large numbers of Soviet citizens — 
both new and old—has also been suppressed. 
Any mention of Jewish sufferings at Nazi hands 
—in domestic publications, that is to say. since 
Moscow is only too ready to make use of it in 
its external propaganda—or of Soviet antisemi- 
tism. official or unofficial. is virtually taboo. 
This cannot possibly be for fear of evoking 
increased antisemitic disturbances in the krarme 
and other centres of endemic mass ant semiuism, 
as has been suggested. In the first place Soviet 
practice has always been to denounce and then 
attack with maximum publicity. the practices 
they wished to eradicate [here is, moreover, 
no reason to suppose that serious antisemitic 
outbreaks could take place if the authorities set 
their face against them. Secondly, the attacks 
on Yevtushenko were by no means couched in 
terms of solicitude for Soviet Jewry: on the 
contrary they reflected typical Soviet Establish- 
ment antisemitism. Yevtushenko was denounced 
in a party journal as a “cosmopolitan,” standard 
double-think jargon for Jew, and reproved for 
singling out Jewish. sutlerings at Hitler’s hands 
for mention. The Soviet authorities’ refusal to 
admit even Jewish martyrdom, let alone their 
own guilt for their treatment of Jews, is a dis- 
tressing sign, since it shows how far they stl 
are from facing up to these problems 


A POWERFUL INFLUENCE

But this storm may yet yield beneficial results 
if it enables the Honorary Officers, when they 
settle down to effective teamwork, to re-examine 
afresh the purpose and objectives of the United 
Synagogue as a religious institution.

The English Friends 
make a modest, but significant contribution to 
the University, and their activity has grown with 
the growth in Jerusalem. Last vear they raised 
£300,000 for the general and development 
budgets, treble the total of ten years ago. Besides 
the collection of money they have established 
research fellowships for Israeli graduates to 
pursue further study in Britain, and visiting 
lectureships for English teachers to go to 
Jerusalem and so maintain close relations between 
English and Israeli academic standards The 
University is not only vital for the progress of 
Israel but is one of the powerful influences in the 
life of the Jewish communities everywhere, a 
Strong unifying force for all sections of Jewry, 
and finally a dink between Israel and England 


BORED TEENAGERS 


Saturday. night is an experience which many 
young people must approach: with apprehension, 
if not with horror—a reflection engendered by 
this week's article in “ Teenage Topics.” The 
publicly run youth clubs do not attract where 
they have become the preserve of those 
only just turning the curve into adolescence 
“At Golders Green the crowd 1s twelve or 13,” 
said one girl, and they do not seem to be much 
older at any of the other clubs. In any case 
the young girl has always had a contempt for 
her male contemporaries. “We like going with 
fellows of 19 or 20." said a 16-year-old. And 
so they resort to the collee bars where they sit 
eyeing atid being eyed, in an eternal twilight 
thick with smoke and ennui. It may not sound 
very exhilarating, bul, at least, its a night out. 
The ultimate horror is to spend a Saturday night 
at home. The young person’s craving for the 
company of the opposite sex is healthy and 
natural, but mu ts a pity that at the present time 
it is so often sought in the purposeless, vacuous 
fashion described in our Teenage column. The 
community, and particularly those institutions 
with responsibilities for youth, ought to try to 
offer something better. Youth clubs are needed 
where the minimum age would be 18. Such 
clubs already exist, but their facilities or numbers 
do not seem to be adequate. Moreover, it is 
not enovgh to provide the framework: an 
interesting and useful programme should be 
developed which would attract those young Jews 
and Jewesses whose recreation is now so often 
limited to the coflee bar.

Finally, let us not forget that the 
State of Israel was built on the graves 
of these Kedoshim. who must remain 
holy tor all time.

My husband and | have just come 
back from our holiday abroad, and 
spent the last few days in Alsace, 
not far from the concentration camp 
at Struthof. The camp has been left 
intact as a permanent memorial to 
those who perished there, as well as 
the thousands of graves, and a great 
missile-shaped memorial which 
stands out starkly against the 
glorious forest-covered hills as far as 
one can see in this zone of silence. 

[Ihe camp housed political 
refugees, maquis, as well as promi- 
nent members of the Jewish com- 
munity. On Sunday, September 17, 
during the ten days of penitence, a 
Jewish pilgrimage took place there, 
with leading members of the Stras- 
bourg Jewish community, and the 
whole thing was beautifully and 
touchingly reported in the Strasbourg 
papers. 

It so happened that we had 
stopped there last year, and stood in 
misery on the site, where we could 
feel the waves of horror and sadness 
engulfing us, in spite of the beauty 
and peace of the situation. We 
stopped again on our way, this time 
to stand and pay our silent tribute 
to those who had _ perished and 
suffered in conditions such as one 
could hardly dare to think of, and |

loynbee : Judaism's 
Destiny 


Sir,—In his article in your columns 
last week, Dr. Werblowsky refers to 
Professo! Toynbee's belief in the 
destiny of Judaism to become a 
world religion, and once more we 
shall, no doubt, be treated to out- 
bursts by some self-appointed spokes- 
men for Judaism, who will again 
attack Dr. Toynbee as an antisemite 
because he wishes all men to enjoy 
that which most Jews ncglect—their 
religious heritage. 

In your issue of May 12 a Pro- 
fessor Liptzin, in attacking Dr. 
Toynbee, gave veni to the astonishing 
opinion that if Judaism did become 
a wofld-wide religion the Jewish 
people would “vanish for the sake 
of the spiritual possession to which 
they have clung since Mount Sinai.” 
Those who hold this OpMnMnon, and, 
unfortunately, they are many. appear 
to cling to two basic articles of faith, 
both of them. Grilbertian 

One is that God unfolded some 
part of His Divine Nature to the 
prophets of Isracl, not for the sake 
of ennobling mankind but for the 
purpose ‘of making jet another tribe 
or nation out of the heterogencous 
mass of slaves who fled from Egypt. 
The second is that those 13,000,000 
or so Jews who exist today are not 
merely the pure, unmiaed racial 
descendants of those slaves who fled 
Eeypt under Moses but of Abraham 
himself. 

One would have thought that, 
having seen the appalling result to 
which German race theories led, no 
sane man, let alone a Jew, could ever 
again indulge im racial myths 

What I find even more perplexing 
is the spectacle of presumably 
believing Jews, who must surely 
accept the proposition that the suc- 
cessive Revelations by. God to the 
prophets and Sages of Isracl are the 
purest Revelation of His Will known 
to mankind, not merely showing a 
complete inactivity in making known 
the Will of their God to other men 
but deliberately refusing to share 
their knowledge and their fellowship 
with their fellow-men 

Mankind, surveying its increasingly 
discredited beliefs, and the subject of 
a growing despair, is again manifest- 
ing a desire to be taught a living 
faith. That faith could be the Jewish 
faith. This desire coincides with the 
fact that, after centuries of degrada- 
tion’ and persecution, the Jewish 
people iS Once More in a position to 
teach its heritage to the nations and 
to open wide its arms in loving wel- 
come to them. 

Are we, again, to turn them away 
with the words : “ We have nothing 
lo say to or do with you. ‘God's 
Word -is for us alone“? 

That would be, perhaps, the ulli- 
mate Chillul Hashem, and the prelude 
to the last scene of man’s life on 
this earth.

| asked women who have price- 
less minks what they did with them 
in the summer. Five out of six 
did nothing. That. is, they hung 
them away and forgot about them 
except for an occasional peep to 
see they were still there, or to 
take them out for a little shake now 
and then. 


Experts say ... 


1 went the rounds of specialists 
and got some points from them on 
the do’s and don'ts of fur care. 

Mr. Jack Kyte, a member of the 
British Fur Trade Alliance and a 
director of the Kildew moth- 
proofing firm, spoke about moths. 

“ A female moth, during the few 
days of her life, lays approximately 
100 eggs which hatch in a week or 
so. Immediately the grub emerges 
it starts ws destructive work. It 
has been proved that one moth 
grub can destroy a square inch of 
a natural fur like mink in 14 days. 
The larve finally turns into a 
chrysalis and at last becomes a fully 
fledged moth. Then the whole 
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process of breeding recommences.’ 

Their Mr. Clark, who has been 
dealing with fur care for over a 
quarter of a century, offered the 
following homily: 

“It is of the utmost importance 
that furs should not be stored in 
closed plastic or other types of 
sealed bags. Laboratory testis con- 
firm that such 


bags. act as incu- 


bators to moth 
eges and grubs 
which may 
already be deep 


down in the pile 
of the garment.” 

Air-tight bags 
of any material 
will almost cer- 
tainly cause 
deterioration to a 
fur garment. The 
pelt may become 
dry, gloss dis- 
appear, and hair 
Start to shed. In 
dyed furs the 
colour might 
change 

Also, oil-based 
insec ticides, 
chemicals, and 
moth repellants should not be used 
on furs without expert advice. 

When storing furs, allow free 
circulation of air around the gar- 
ment. Keep the fur as cool as 
possible. Cover with a light, 
unsealed dust cover (never plastic). 
Store away from bright light, coke 
and gas fumes. 

Next call, Mr. Derek Barder, 
Chairman and Managing Director 
of the National Fur Company. 

He said: “Furs, like motor- 
cars, do need servicing from time 
to time. They pick up dust and 
dirt in the same way: as one’s own 
hair and therefore need cleaning 
at regular intervals.” 


Added life 


The dirt works into the roots, 
dries up the natural oils, and causes 
the hair to become brittle and lose 
lustre. Annual cleaning by a recog- 


nised scientific process will give 
added life to furs and improve 


their appearance. 

You should send your fur coat 
to a furrier once a year and let 
him check up on it, clean it, and 
repair any minor damage. 

Here are some useful hints from 
the same sotirce 

Turn your coat up at the back 
when you sit down. Brush it every 
time vou take it off. Shake it when 
it gets wet, then brush it with a 


soft brush and allow to dry 
naturally. 
Hang it carefully a wide, 


sturdy hanger will relieve strain on 
and under the shoulder seams. 
Loosen it when you sit down. Keep 
it fastened while standing or walk- 
ing, especially in a crowd. 

Dont hang your fur to be 
crushed among other garments in 
the wardrobe. Don't stand too 
close to a radiator when you are 
wearing 1, or near heat of any 
description. If you do, the result 
may shock you,

months until the end of 

September hundreds, if not 
thousands, of people have passed 
through the pavilion erected in the 
Jardin des Tuileries in Paris to see 
the stained-glass windows painted 
by Mare Chagall. During much of 
the same period hundreds of 
people in London went to see the 
exhibition of Chagall’s paintings 
and lithographs at the O’Hana 
Gallery. 

Mare Chagall is probably the 
first artist of world renown whose 
inspiration has been unequivocally 
and unashamedly Jewish. Unlike 
other great Jewish artists—-Pissarro 
or Modigliani or Soutine, for 
example—his whole art breathes 
the spirit of Jewishness, whether 
he is dealing with a Biblical sub- 
ject or not. Perhaps Epstein, 
among the great contemporaries, 
comes nearer to Chagall’s spirit 
than any other. But I doubt 
whether Epstein would have said, 
as Chagall did when I saw him a 
few weeks ago at his home in the 
South of France: “Jaime les 
Juifs (1 like the Jews). And of 
Epstein himself, Chagall said that 
he leaned too heavily in the direc- 
tion of Christianity for his taste 


Church work 


Both Chagall and Epstein have 
undertaken work for churches. 
But Chagall points out that the 
stained-glass windows which he 
did for Metz Cathedral a few years 
ago were commissioned by the 
French Government, not by the 
Church. He did them because he 
considered it a great honour to be 
invited, as a Jew, to undertake this 
work in a_ thirteenth-century 
cathedral, and he took no payment 
for his labour. He has never 
accepted money from the Church. 
Moreover, he took care to. repre- 
sent Biblical themes his 
windows, whereas Epstein-—for al! 
the Jewish appearance of his 
figures of Jesus or the Madonna 
sculptured Christian themes for 
Christian places of worship. As 
for Sholem Asch, with whom he 
may appear to have some points 
in common, Chagall speaks with 
some bitterness of a writer whom 
he considers to have compromised 
himself in order to reach a wide 
public. | 

Since his Jewish feelings are so 
intense I asked Chagall why he 
did not go to Israel to live. He 
replied that France is his home 
and he feels a deep debt of grati- 
tude to the French people, who 
have treated him so generously 
Indeed. anyone who tries to find 
Chagall’s secluded house on the 
hillside of Vence will soon dis- 
cover with what friendly feelings 
he is regarded by his neighbours, 
who are immensely proud to have 
him in their midst. Although he 
has a deep affection for Paris he 
prefers the quiet of the Provenga! 
countryside, where he can work 
undisturbed by the distractions ol 
a big city, with its confusion of 
noises and petty squabbles

Ever creating 


No single picture of Chagall can 
give an adequate impression of 
him. while the self-portraits which 
frequently find a place in his paint- 
ing leave much to the imagina- 
tion. His whole facial expression 
changes constantly as he speaks. 
Short of stature, with sparkling 
grey eyes and a handsome face 
alive with feeling. he appears to 
be more than ten years younger 
than his 74 years. Taut, like a 
steel spring, he gives the impression 
of a man who must always 
creating. ..After the immense 
labour of the twelve stained-glass 
windows for Jerusalem it might be 
thought that he would require a 


long rest. But, no. I saw 
him his hands weg*-deerbed with 
paint, as he ca straight from 
his studio, whe#e he Was_working 


on a large painting on a Btbhecal 
theme, which, however, he would 
not permit me to see. When that 
is finished he has still the vast 
canvas to paint which was com- 
missioned by Brandeis University 
in America. Next year he hopes 
to visit Israel for the erection of 
the stained-glass windows at the 
Hadassah Medical Centre. He also 
mentioned that he had some 
unfinished paintings, which he had 
once begun in England, and I 
wondered how- he could — be 
encouraged to come here to finish 
them. 

Chagall is inadequately repre- 


. sented in Britain, and the Anglo- 


Jewish community has far 
failed to give him the recognition 
he deserves and which he has 
received in France, Israel, and the 
U S.A... though Glasgow Univer- 
sity, to its credit, awarded him an 
Honorary Doctorate ‘in 1959. His 
present wife. the successor to the 
famous Bella,.is Russian by birth 
but British by nationality. When 
I met her she was wearing a dress 
whose design was copied from 
one of her husband's pictures. 


Ceramics 


Chagall’s home is a_ pleasant, 
white-painted, modern building 
with a studio alongside almost as 
big as the house. The garden is 
large, well-tended, and full of 
flowers and fruit trees, lying well 
back from the road and screened 
from public gaze by a massive row 
of cypress trees. Inside the neat 
home the visitor is confronted 
with some magnificent examples 
of the artist's works, extending 
over a long period and going back 
as far as the famous “Mon 
Atelicr™” of 1910, reminiscent of 
his early expressionist days when 
Chagall lived in Paris as a neigh- 
bour of Soutine 
Chagall’s cegamics are to be seen 
in a glass case and fixed on the 
wall of the entrance hall. 

Looking at a large painting over 
the mantelshelf | asked the artist 
what was the significance of the 
white cock which occupied a con- 
siderable part of the canvas in 
company with a pair of lovers, the 
Eiffel Tower, a bunch of flowers, 
and sundry other typical Chagall 
motifs. “I dont know,” he 
replied. Turning to another pic- 
ture with grandfather clock

flying magically through the air 
and a representation of the Cruci- 
fixion with a talis as a loin-cloth 
at one side, I asked the same 
question. “I dont know,” he 
said. “That's how felt.” In 
Chagall’s view, as in that of other 
artisis, it is for the -spectator to 
interpret the significance of the 
picture. The artist paints. It is 
not his job to justify or explain. 
That is the task of the critic or 
connoisseur. Chagall has often been 
attacked both for what he has 
painted and for the way he has 
painted. Religionists and moderns, 
conformists and rebels have al! at 
various times criticised aspects of 
his work. But he refuses to defend 
himself. “C'est mesquin,.” it is 
undignified, he says, and leaves it 
to his admirers to rescue him if 
they will. 


Modesty 


Like many great creative artists. 
Chagall is a very modest man. He 
makes no claims for himself. He 
describes himself humbly as a 
product of the ghetto of Vitebsk, 
where his father was a simple 
worker in a herring importeys 
warehouse. But it was a free ghetto 
where one could move about and 
live a normal life. “ Vitebsk was 
Jerusalem . . . I am what I am.” 

Coupled with Vitebsk and all it 
connotes, the other great forma- 
tive influence in Chagall’s life was 
the Bible, and after that he places 
the" shock,” as he calls it. which 
was administered by his first visit 
to the Land of Israel] in 1931. He 
went at the invitation of Dizen- 
goff, the great Mayor of Te! Aviv, 
and there he received the inspira- 
tion which produced the set of 
illustrations for the Bible which 
were commissioned by Ambroise 
Vollard.. A quarter of a century 
later he returned to Tel Aviv to 
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has

hand over a set of the engravings, 
though meanwhile he had paid one 
other visit at the time of the 
foundation of the State in 1948. 

Israel and the Bible and Vitebsk 
are the great influences which 
have moulded Chagall’s life and 
work. Now we see them brought 
together in his greatest achieve- 
ment to date—the set of twelve 
superb Stained-glass windows 
commissioned by Hadassah of 
America to be placed in their new 
Synagogue in Jerusalem. Each 
window represents one of the 
Twelve Tribes of Israel. 


No higher tribute could be paid 
to the artist than the erection by 
the French Museum of Decorative 
Arts of a special pavilion to dis- 
play the windows at the Louvre. 
The confidence of the authorities 
and of M. André Malraux, the 
Minister of Culture, who opened 
the exhibition in June, has been 
overwhelmingly justified. The 
exhibition has been a tremendous 
success. Chagall has shown him- 
self not only as a master of the 
technique of working in. Stained

Strange dialects 


In Israel today, in most of the 
Ashkenazi Synagogues, instead of 
the prayers being read or recited 
in the Hebrew of everyday specch, 
they are read wrongly accentuated 
and in strange dialects, foreign to 
the ear of the Sabra or educated 
youth. He comes and listens and 
goes away, because in his ears the 
prayers sound as queer and as 
unintelligible as the words quoted 
above would sound to you. 

Orthodox people wonder why 
the synagogues fail to attract the 
younger generation, and those very 
leaders who, when conducting 
prayers, will not even make an 


effort to employ the Hebrew of 


their everyday conversation, 
denounce Israeli youth for their 
indifference to- synagogue atten- 
dance. This is one facet of the 
problem of religious indifference 
in Israel today. 

Another difficulty exists, especi- 
ally in the new settlements. In 
ours, for example, founded in 1955, 
we have 200 families and are 
expecting more, but we have only 
a small attendance on the Sabbath, 
and that service too is not always 
conducted with the harmony one 
might expect. The reason? The 
congregants themselves. Hardly two 
come from the same country, and 
each one brings his own prayer 
book which follows a different rite. 
One says “Baruch Sheamar” 
before, another after, “ Hodoo”™ ; 
one says three times as many 
Psalms as the rest: one says 
“Lechoo Neranana™ and _ the 
other does not. We try to let 
whoever is conducting the service 
decide, but he keeps being “ cor- 
rected " by people with a different 
praver book. These “corrections ” 
can lead to very heated arguments. 
Even the three “Ks ”-—-Kiddush, 
Kaddish, and Kedusha—are 
diflerent' in accordance with 
different rites. 


U nattractive 


When a Western Jew goes to an 
Oriental synagogue, he often finds 
the music completely alien and 
unattractive to him. Like the 
Sabra, he can accustom himself to 
it, but he very rarely enjoys it. 
Likewise, when an Oriental Jew 


enters an Ashkenazi Synagogue, 
he ts bewildered by the very 
chazanut most attractive to. the 
Western Jew. 

To anyone for whom Hebrew is 
the language of everyday speech 
the speed with which the prayers 
are recited renders them meaning 
less and redundant Iry reading 
one of the Psalms in English at the 
speed that you usually read it in 
Hebrew. and you will see what it 
sounds like to the Israeli 


Welding force 


The most urgent need today in 
religious circles in Israel is for a 
ritual which will unite all the 
diflerent national groups, amizug 
unsachim, an authorised order of 
prayers for all Israeli Jews, what- 
ever their origin. Such a prayer 
book, if issied by the accepted 
religious leaders in Israel, ts bound 
to be a success, because the need 
for it Is so great, and at will form 
a powertul force in welding the 
diflerent national groups into one 
united Israch nation 

When such a ritual, containing 
prayers specially chosen to meet 
the needs of Israeli Jewry, is in use 
all over the country, and the 
prayers are recited in a manner: 
which commands the respect of the 
Hebrew-speaking population, there 
is every possibility that the Israeli 
youth will once more associate 
himself with the ancient prayers. 
and draw trom them inspiration. 
hope, and guidance, even as his 
ancestors have in all parts, of the 
world during the centuries of 
Galut.

THE GERMAN PROBLEM 


By TERENCE PRITTIE 


The Mind of Germany. By Hans 
Koun. Macmillan. Ws. 


What +s the essence of the 
“German Problem”? I suppose, 

tting it in barest, baldest outline, 
it is the tragedy of an intensely virile, 
inventive, and superficially able 
people, awkwardly placed geographic- 
ally in the heart of Europe, and 
everiastingly plagued as to how to 
work out the plan and of its 
existence. It is the tra , too, of 
a people whose brilliant talents have 
been squandered, less because of 
external pressures than because it has 
found it terribly difficult to thimk 
straight. It may sound a hard-hearted 
thing to say, but the Germans have 
been responsible for most of their 
troubles. 


Vagaries of thought 

This is what makes Profesor 
Kohn's book so immensely important. 
For he has set out to trace the 
vagaries of German thought during 
the vitally formative nineteenth cen- 
tury and down to today. His book 
has an immense boldness of concept. 
For it is nothing less than an 
endeavour to show what has gone 
wrong in German history during the 
last 150 years. One can think of 
many books which have shed so 
much light on one side or other of 
German life that they have achieved 
indispensability -—— Wheeler-Bennett's 
“ Nemesis of Power,” Trevor-Roper's 
“Last Days of Hitler,” perhaps even 
William Shirer's “Rise and Fall of 
the Third Reich.” But Professor Kohn 
has done more than any of these 
authors to explain German brstory: 
in my opinion his is the most valuable 
contemporary book on Germany. 

What one might call his field of 
analysis is impressive enough. He 
has traced the history of every essen- 
tial trend in German thinking during 
the nineteenth century : the infiltra- 
tion of romanticism into the political 
and social worlds; the dynamic mse 
of a German nationalism with a 
strong anti-Western content: the 
failure of liberalism, first to root 
itself firmly and then to withstand 
the appeal of nationalist sentiment ; 


finally the seeding of near-lunatic 
ideas by prophets of un-reason like 
Wagner, Nictzsche, Ranke. Kohn 
has quoted perhaps the most apposiic 
comment on these prophets, that of 
de Tocqueville : “ Alone in Europe. 
the Germans possess the particular 
talent of becoming impassioned with 
what they take as abstract truth. 
without considering its practical 
consequences.” 

Kohn has, for that matter, made a 
close study in this book of that 
“particular talent,” and its — 
tion in the political field. re 
is, for instance, the influence of the 
romantics on Kaiser Wilhelm Il, of 
Friedrich Naumann on liberal parties, 
of the Thomas Mann who had not 
yet sloughed his nationalist skin on 
is fellow intellectuals. More 
important still, Kohn has been quick 
to uncover the flaws in the thinking 
of German philosophers, and their 
curious ability to cast reason aside in 
favour of myth, legend, or pure 
prejudice. The contradictions in the 
German character are at the Poot ol 
the German tragedy. 


ti ti 

It is. perhaps, surprising that 
Professor Kohn—with his immense 
knowledge of the German past—can 
take so optimistic a view of the 
German present. He regards the 
Federal Republic as a “ consolidated 
German democracy ” and he believes 
that a new. healthy Germany wil! 
“rise Out of catastrophe.” Of course. 
there are good reasons for thinking 
this. The Federal Republic ts becom- 
ing steadily more closely integrated 
with the rest of Western Europe. It 
has been given sound, conscientious 
and comman-sense government for 
the past twelve years. Violent 
nationalism has not had a look-in 
Yet Germany is going to be subjected 
to tmmense strains and pressures in 
the years ahead. The Germans have 
not yet worked out a settled . philo- 
sophy of life (Professor Kohn admits 
that thev live largely for “le petit 
bonheur” of material things) and 
they are going to find it terribly hard 
to do so in the static front line of 
the Cold War.

Fighter and Prophet: The Last 
Years of Jabotinsky, 1923-1940. By

The second and concluding volume 
of this full-length biography 1s worthy 
of its subject, and no praise can be 
higher. Dr. Schechtman has by 
orminal and careful research suc- 
ceeded in giving us a full as well as 
an accurate picture of this extra- 
ordinarily gifted leader who adorned 
whatever he touched. 

First and foremost he was an 
inspired writer and journalist, writi 
in many languages, and very ‘proud 
of Ins profession. His novel, “ Sam- 
son,” translated into several languages 
(including English) from its Russian 
orginal, still delights its readers. His 
astonishing linguistic endowment 
shines forth in his Hebrew transla-

tions from English, French. and 
Italian verse, as well as in his original 
Hebrew poetry. 

Ihe prophet cannot be detached 
from the “fighter.” Like Herzl. he 
threw everything—career, comforts. 
family, and all his earnings—-into 
the struggle. We see how Jabotin- 
sky. urged on by the absolute 
conviction that a continuance of the 
official Zionist policy of appeasement 
would never bring about a sovereign 
Jewish State, was able. almost single- 
handed, to create a new Zionist 
party —the Revisionists—-which “grew 
in mumbers until by 1935 it counted 
‘bout a million. 


Manifold activities 


fo achieve this extraordinary result 
entailed superhuman efforts of which 
writing endless articles and making 
numberiess speeches in many lands 
and in many languages form only a 
part. It meant also saying goodbve 
for ever to his’ artistic and literary 
dreams, and Dr. Schechtman helps us 
to feel the human tragedy of this 
farewell to his deepest desire. 

Ihere are sOme excellent chapters 
on Jabotinsky’s manifold activities. 
He was the inspirer of the youth 
movement “ Betar.”” which had more 
than 100.000 devoted members 
mainly in Poland. He also inspired 
‘Aliyah Beth,” which Jabotinsk y 
refused to translate as “ illegal immi- 
gration, on the ground that “it 
cannot be illegal for a Jew to go to 
his own home.” As for Jewish 
armed resistance, which he had 
already advocated in Odessa after 
the - Kishineff pogrom of 1903, he 
helped the spread and growth of this 
movement till it became known all 
over the world.

“Villa Vardi” is an _ excellent 
example of my little thesis. It con- 
cerns a well-to-do Hervzlia family, 
with a shared (but deserted) kibbutz- 
nik background, caught up in the 
challenge and the ordeal of the Four 
Days’ War. My only quibble is 
against the title: why not Beit Vardi, 
or can we, in England, not be trusted 
to understand this homely, charac- 
teristic Isracl: appellation ? 

Vardi, the hero, is a minor tycoon 
in the Tel Aviv book trade, but he 
hankers for the idealism of his youth 
in a Galilee kibbutz. His wife, Mira,

Victory 


The approach to battle, the battle 
itself, the daring, the weariness, the 
strangeness of victory, are all admir- 
ably described.

Bible views of marriage 


By DAVID R. MACE 


Family, Love, and the Bible. By 
MacGibbon & Kee. 
2is. 


Raphacl Patai’s study is a scholarly 
work of high merit, based on pains- 
taking research by a person particu- 
larly equipped to undertake it—an 
anthropologist with specialised know- 
ledge of Semitic language, literature, 
and culture. Besides confirming with 
new evidence some of our cxisting 
knowledge in this area, he breaks 
new ground at several ports. 

The aim of the book is to relate the 
material in the Old Testament (refer- 
ences to the New ‘lestament are 
relatively very few) to what is known 
of contemporary family attitudes and 
customs among the peoples of the 
Middle East. In his introduction, Dr. 
Patai makes the statement that “ the 
way of life and even the physical 
appearance of a village in Palestine 
or in Syria of the twentieth century 
are very similar to what they were 
in the days of David.” This is not 
an extravagant claim. Again and 
again, by citing a contemporary 
equivalent, Patai is able to throw con- 
vincing new light on some Biblical 
passage, the meaning of which has 
hitherto been obscure. 


Sexual attitudes 


The book covers the field 
adequately. Sexual attitudes and 
behaviour patterns, betrothal and 
marriage, parenthood and family 
relationships, are treated with system- 
atic thoroughness. Some concepts 
which to the modern mind seem dis- 
turbing or offensive. such as _ the 
testing of the bride's chastity, the 
revenge of rape, marriage with 
father's wives, and sexual hospitality, 
are shown to be logically rooted in 
the concepts of the culture. There is 
a brief concluding chapter which 
examines the relevance of some of the 
Bible concepts to the storm-tossed 
family life of our own day. 

This reviewer, having himself con- 
tributed an earlier volume to the 
literature in the field, found himself 
enlightened on several points that had 
previously been puzzling. Naturally, 
he also found difficulty in going all 
the way with Dr. Patai on one or two 
issues. He was not convinced that 
marriage between first-degree rela- 
tives has been as frequent, or as 
readily accepted, as the author sug- 
gests on page 22. He does not regard 
the double standard of sex morality 
as stemming ultimately from 
polygyny and concubinage (p. 44), 
but takes the view, which has 
elaborated elsewhere, that these three 
henomena are all derived from the 
iological misconception about gesta- 
tion which was widespread in ancient 
patriarchal societies. He has con- 
siderable reservatiqns about the 
notion that any particular race or 
people have an “ extremely powerful

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OBITUARY 


MR. H. A. GOODMAN 


Mr. Harry Aron Goodman, Vice- 
President of the World Agudist 
Organisation and Chairman of its 
Furopean Executive, whose death is 
reported on page |, was known to the 
Jewries of many countries because of 
his efforts to safeguard and promote 
Orthodox Judaism as well as to 
secure rights and just conditions for 
his fellow Jews. 

In the Anglo-Jewish community he 
was one of the liveliest leaders, and 
could imvariably be depended upon 
to brighten a dull gathering by a 
provocative viewpoint. “ Stormy pet- 
rel” and “enfant terrible” are two 
of the descriptions applied to him, 
but “grand old man™ would almost 
fit him, too, since his communal 
activity extended over more than forty 
years. 

He was born in an atmosphere of 
Orthodoxy--opposite the Machzike 
Hadass Synagogue, in East London, 
of which his father was one of the 
founders. The interests of London's 
Orthodox congregations engaged his 
attention as a young man. He became 
4 member of the Board of Deputies 
when he was 24 years old, and in the 
same year he married —a match which 
was one of the factors in drawing him 
close to the circle and of 
Frankfort Judaism. His bride. 
Miriam, was the daughter of Abraham 
Frianger, a disciple of Sampson 
Raphael Hirsch, who had established 
the Kehilla of Lucerne. 

Jacob. Rosenheim'’s Agudat Isracl 
organisation spread from Frankfort to 
many countries, and alter its United 
Kingdom office was opened in White- 
chapel Harry Goodman took on the 
hon. secretaryship. He became a 
little later a Director of the Keren 
Hayishuv, and then Hon. Secretary of 
the World Aguda’s Political Execu- 
tive. He also served, as President and 
in other offices, the .Adath Yisroel 
Congregation. and the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, of 
which he was for many years the 
Senior Vice-President. 


Shechita problems 


His energetic defence of Orthodox 
practice was directed in the late 
‘twenties and early ‘thirties to prob. 
lems of shechita raised by the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill in the 
Deputies and in the lobbies of West- 
minster he strove to ensure that 
the Chief Rabbinate acquired no 
monopoly m regard to the licensing 
of shochetim 

In the Agudist field he began the 
numerous travels abroad which 
widened his repute . and when foreign 
rabbis. appeal emissaries, and Ortho- 
dox refugees came to, London they 
made fairly straight for Commercial 


Street. Aldgate. where they could 
depend on Harry Goodman taking 
time off from the family clothing 


business to attend to thew organisa- 
tional and financial needs. Later it 
was to Lordship Park. Stoke Newing- 
ton. the Gioodman home, that they 
found their way 

In greater numbers rabbis from 
abroad and from the provinces came 
to London from time to time for con- 
ferences in support of Orthodoxy, and 
the young and secmingly incongruous 
igure of Harry Goodman presiding 
in the centre of a much bearded plat- 
form was always a fascinating sight. 

His work for refugees increased 
with the years and especially with the 
misfortunes that came through 
Nazism. His services were given to 
the Jewish Refugees’ bund, the 
Central British Fund and, later on 
to the Jewish Restitution Successor 
Organisation (New York), and other 
Reparation and Allocation bodies 
He was the Agudist spokesman at the 
United Nations Fconomic and Social 


Council and the 
Human Rights. 
During the last war Goodman was 
Adviser to the B.B.C. European 
Division and also served the Ministry 
of Information by editing “ The 
Jewish Bulletin,” which the Ministry 
distributed abroad. Earlier in his 
career he was editor of the “ London 


Commission on 


Jewish Bulletin.” But the 
with which he was associated as pub- 
lisher and editor over a long period 
of years was the Yiddish and English 


journal 


fortnightly journal of the Agudist 
Organisation, the “Jewish Post.” 
Mr. Goodman was a strong and 
persistent critic of those Zionist 
leaders who set out to establish a 
Jewish State without ensuring that it 
was based on traditional Judaism. 
He continuously stressed the Jewish 
religious point of view at the Board 
of Deputies. too. He criticised the 
Board as being under the influence of 
Zionists and as being ineffectual in 
many ways as a body capable of pro- 


moting what. in his view. were 
paramount Jewish interests. He once 
exclammed, “I consider one single 


falmud Torah more important than 
the whole work of the Deputies.” 

But with all this earnestness and 
extremity of opinron. Harry Goodman 
rarely lost for ‘very long his sense of 
humour. His speeches at brains 
trusts and the like and after dinners 
were wiltily phrased, and outside the 
debating hall he was affable and fun- 
loving 

He was a member of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association and 
served on its General Purposes and 
Foreign Affairs Committees. He was 
also Vice-President of the Board of 
Orthodox Jewish Education and a 
Governor of the Jewish Secondary 
Schools In 1950 he was made a 
justice of the Peace for the Borough 
of Stoke Newington 

Mr. Goodman is survived by his 
widow, three sons, and a marned 
daughter Israel. 


W. EF. writes: By the death of 
Harry Goodman, Anglo-Jewry has 
lost one of its most lovable and 
colourful characters. Always bustling. 
always voluble, never without a sheaf 
of papers with the latest news on the 
Jewish problems of the day. H. A. 
CGvoodman nevertheless had time for

MR. ABRAHAM GOSCHALK 


Rabb; Dr, S. Scuonretp, Presid- 
mg Rabb; of the Union of Ortho- 
dox Hebrew Congregations, writes: 
M Abraham Goschalk, who has 
died at the age of 77, was one of 
the outstanding scholarly Chassidim 
of London during the past 40 years. 
When he first came from Warsaw in

MR. W. ZUKERMAN 


Mr. William Zukerman, _ the 
editor of the “Jewish Newsletter” 
and a former correspondent of THe 
Jewish CHRONICLE in New York, 
died last week at the age of 76, 
writes our correspondent. 

Known as one of the spokesmen 
for the anti-Israel and anti-Zionist 
forces in the United States, Mr. 
Zukerman founded the News- 
letter” in 1948 to give voice to 
criticism of the concept of “ Jewish 
peoplehood ~ and to oppose 
“Zionist nationalism.” While official 
connection between his publication 
and the American Council for 
Judaism, the small but vocal, anti- 
org nisation here, has always 
been denied, their viewpoints have 
frequently been parallel. 

Born in Brest-Litovsk, Russia, 
Zukerman came to the United States 
in 1900 when he was 17. He studied 
at the University of Chicago and 
became the Chicago correspondent 
for the Yiddish “Daily Forward.” 
He went to London after the First 
World War and established a Euro- 
pean bureau of the “ Morning 
Journal,” another Yiddish  news- 
paper, since merged with “The Day.” 
He remained as director of the 
bureau until the start of the last 
war, writing and reporting exten- 
sively from Europe. A series of 
essays im 1917, “The Jews in 
Revolt,” resulted from his tours. 
With the beginning of the war he 
transferred his activities to New 
York, where he served as the staff 
correspondent for Duk JEwIsH 
CHRONICLE from 1948 until 1952. 

Throughout his career with Yiddish 
newspapers Zukerman was known 
for his pro-Zionist views, and it is 
reported that during the 1920s he 
acted as Press Secretary for Dr. 
Chaim Weitzmann when the Zionist 
leader toured America. It ts not 
known just when or why he took his 
90-deerce turn away from Zionism. 

During his service with THe Jewtsn 
Curonicie Wilham Zukerman exten- 
sively covered the American Jewish 
scene with skill and enjoyed a reputa- 
tion as a leading Jewish journalist on 
both sides of the Atlantic.

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DR. MOSHE SMOIRA 


The death occurred in Jerusalem 
on Sunday of Dr. Moshe Smoira, 
the first President of the Supreme 
Court of Israel, writes our corre- 
spontent. 


Dr. Smoira, who was born in 
Koenigsberg 73 years ago, had a 
wide education in the universities of 
Berlin, Heidelberg, Frankfort, and 
Munich, and read law, philology. 
classical languages, and semitics. He 
put aside his legal work, however, 
to be Principal at a Zionist-spon- 
sored school in Berlin. He came 
to Palestine in 1923 and took a 
position as lecturer at the Jerusalem 
Law School. Later he founded, and 
was for many years the President of, 
the Bar Association. He was also 
President of the World Zionist 
Organisation's Ceurt of Honour and 
legal adviser’ to the’ Histadrut and 
maintained a large legal practice in 
Jerusalem. 

On the establishment of the State 
of Israel in 1948 Dr. Smoira became 


President of the Supreme Court. He 
retired from the bench in 1954 after 
a serious :liness. 

The body of Dr. Smoira lay in 
State in the Supreme Court on Sun- 
day afternoon, and among those who 
came to pay their last respects were 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Prime Minister, 
and Mr. Kadish Luz, the Speaker of 
the Knesset, 

In a eulogy. the present President 
of the Supreme Court, Judge Itzhak 
Olshan, recalled the moment when 
Dr. Smoira opened the doors of the 
Supreme Court for the first time in 
Sepiember, 1948, and the happiness 
and responsibility which then filled 
him so that he. said: “A judge 
should always see himself as if a 
sword was laid against his meca, as 
if hell guped open beneath his feet. 
He should know whom he judges 
and before whom he judges and who 
will demand payment if he deviates 
from the truth.” 

Dr. Smoira is survived by his 
widow and two married daughters, 


MR. SIDNEY SHARPE 


Joun an, President of 
the Westérn Synagogue, W.1, writes:

The Trial that shook the World

"Tv trial of Alfred Dreyfus, French Jewish Army Captain, con- 


conscience of the world. Dreyfus, born just over a hundred years 
ago this week, was sent to Devil's Island, but many believed he was 


found guilty because he was a Jew! 


The Dreyfus case drove French 
scholars and thinkers, teachers and 
professors to protest. Fights 
broke out in the streets of Paris 
and men lost their jobs and even 
their lives. Emile Zola, the well- 
known French writer, risked his 
name and his liberty in a bid to 
see justice done. In a famous 
letter to the President of the 
French Republic Zola exposed the 
treachery and injustice of the mill- 
tary trial He began: “I 
acetise 

January 5, 1895. Nine a.m. At 
the first stroke of the clock 
General Darras lifts his sword and

orders “shoulder arms.” Abso- 
lute silence in the square of the 
Military School in Paris. In the 
middle of a small escort group 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus walks 
with a quiet, firm step, head erect 
The party advances towards the 
General. Outside, jeers and shouts 
from the crowd can be faintly 
heard. The officer in command 
gives a signal. Drums beat. 
Bugles sound. The General turns 
to Dreyfus and says: “ Dreytus, 
you are unworthy to bear arms 
In the name of the French people 
we degrade you.” The adjutant 
rips off Captain Dreyfus’s decora- 
tions and snaps his sword in two 
The captain, still erect, cries out 
“f am innocent. 1 swear I am 
innocent. Vive la France!” 


Of to Devil's Island 


Altred Drevius Was seni to 
Devil's Is'and off the swampy, 
fever-ridden coast of French 
Guiana.

* Drevfus affair.” A whole nation 
stood trial. Could such injustice 
he conmitted in the nation that 
in 1789 had fought its revolution 
in the name of “liberty, equality, 
and fratermity 

French Jews we©re granted full 
freedom as citizens after the revo- 
lution (40 vears before Jews 
became full citizens in England) 
Before lone French Jews began 
to play thetr full part in national 
life. Many entered the army as 
a profession. Some did well —too 
well--and “ot long before 


certain circles (notably the royalist 
and aristocratic families, who 
were devout Catholics) began to 
rumble with discontent. Afticles 
in the right-wing Press claimed 
that the Jews were gaining contro! 
of the army. So unpopular were 
the Jews among the officer class 
that at military school Jewish 
cadets were nearly always sent to 
Coventry. 

It was in this atmosphere of 
mistrust and suspicion that Cap- 
tain Dreyfus. son of a wealthy 
manufacturer in the Alsace-Lor- 
raine area, came to the General 
Siafl—the only Jewish officer 
there. He was proud, self-confi- 
dent, military of bearing, and an 
excellent horseman. It was known 
that his fathet and brother lived 
in Germany. With his background 
there were plenty of people at the 
Ministry only too happy to find 
Drevfus guilty. And they did not 
have too long to wait 

In the summer of 1894 the 
charwoman at the $German 
Embassy in Paris found torn up 
pieces of an anonymous letter in 
a wastepaper basket. The char- 
woman (who was in the pay of the 
French Intelligence) collected the 
scraps of paper together and sent 
them to the French War Office 
When the letter was pieced 
together it was found to refer to 
French military secrets. It was 
clear that the writer was selling 
information to the Germans. 


Tracking the Spy 


The Military Intelligence 
decided to examine the handwrit- 
ing of all the army officers in the 
General Staff to try to track down 
the spy. Two officers claimed to 
notice a likeness to the “spy” 
letter in Captain Dreyfus’s writing 
On the strength of it, Dreyfus 
was arrested and locked up in 
military prison for seven weeks 

When the handwriting expert 
appointed by the Minister of War 
reported that the letter in ques- 
tion “may quite well have been 
wrjtten by another person than the 
one suspected the Ministe: 
decided to consult another. 

The day after he was con- 
demned Dreyfus wrote to his 
defending counsel: “You have 
talght me to hope: you have 
penetrated my whole being with a 
feeling that an innocent man can 
not remain for ever wrongly con 
demned 

All through his long imprison 
ment Dreyfus clung to that belief 
His friends. his lawyer, his wife 
and family, and particularly his 
brother, Mathieu, never stopped 
believing in him and working to 
clear his name. 

Ihe real spy, a Major Ester- 
hazy. was discovered, but the 
French military authorities were 
unwilling to admit that their trial! 
had been unjust. Dreyfus was 
brought back from Devil's Island 
for a retrial. Once again he 
swore innocence and once again 
he was found guilty. Emile Zola

controversy, Dreyfus was fully 
cleared of the charge of “traitor” 
He also received the Legion of 
Honour and fought for France 
with the rank of colonel in the 
First World War. 

The incredible case of Alfred 
Drevfus was over. But one 
unexpected consequence of it was 
that a young newspaper corre- 
spondent, Theodor Herzl, who had 
been in Paris all through the 
“ Dreyfus Affair,” radically 
changed his mind about Judaism 
Before he had cared littl about 
it, but the strange case of Alfred 
Drevfus convinced him that the 
Jewish people must have a country 
of their own. His “ Jewish State ” 
was written in Paris as early as 
1895 as a direct result of the 
Drevfus case. It fired the imag: 
nation of Jews everywhere 
towards the goal of a Jewish State

MIZLER TO TRAIN

He will be asso- 
ciated with the boxers managed by 
Al Phillips. the “ Aldgate Tiger.” a 
former European and British Empire 
featherweight champion. 


This is the first time that Mizler 
bas established connections with 
boxing since he retired in 1943. 


Good boxing instructors have been 
scarce in British boxing and if Mizler 
can impart some of his stylish, 
classic orthodoxy and ringcraft to 
his charges he would delight the fans 
who have had to watch some crude 
exhibitions in the last few years.

MORE JEWS IN FOOTBALL? 


By BRIAN GLANVILLE 


' NCE I met a good Jewish 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter () footballer from Manchester 


who said his brother had 
talked him out of turning pro 
“Matt Busby wanted me to sign 
for Manchester United , he thought 
it would be a good thing for the 
Jewish population of Manchester 
to have a Jew in the League team. 
But my brother said to me: “ You 
don't want to do that. Saturday 
afternoon you can go and watch 
the match, Saturday evening you 
put on a nice suit and you go out 
with a girl. So I turned it down— 
but if I'd had the chance again, I'd 
have taken it.” 

This was before the New Deal. 
which. this season has abolished the 
iniquitous wage maximum, so that 
any footballer, theoretically, is 
capable of earning the £5,000 a 
year of Johnny Haynes, the captain 
of England. Curiously, the New 
Deal itself coincides with the 
emergence of two Jewish foot- 
ballers in First Division football, 
after a long period in which there 
wasn't a Jew in the whole of the 
Football League—though Micky 
Barnard was, and still is, playing in 
the Southern League for Chelms- 
ford City. The players are Mark 
Lazarus, who has, of course, just 
been transferred from Queen's 
Park Rangers to Wolves for 
£27,500, and David Metchick. of 
Fulham, 18-year-old, in and out of 
the first team at the moment, but 
showing the highest promise and 
precocity whenever he has played. 


Talented players 


All this leads me to wonder 
whether we shall now see an influx 
of Jewish players into football. Of 
their talent and quantity there is 
no doubt: East and North-East 
London still swarm with them, 
Manchester, too, and not a few are 
to be found in Scotland. Very few 
Jews have made a name for them- 
selves so far in League football. 
Since the war, Micky Barnard has 
played for Portsmouth, while that 
splendid, burly fellow, Abe Rosen- 
thal, ran his own private shuttle- 
service for years between Tranmere 
Rovers and Bradford City, switch- 
ing from one to the other, season 
by season. There was no doubt 
about his talent as an_ inside- 
forward, and he probably would 
have done much better had he not 
been primarily interested in run- 
ning his ice cream business. 

Micky Barnard played so well'at 
inside-forward for Portsmouth that 
his later eclipse came as a great 
disappointment ; though he seems 


to be fighting back as a cricketer 
with Hampshire, the new cham- 
pions. Harry Gilberg was a good, 
hard player with Spurs and, 
primarily. Queen's Park Rangers 
and Brighton. 

In pre-war days there was the 
famous Taffy Morris, of Swindon 
Town, Les Goldberg, the big Leeds 
United right-back, a schoolboy 
international who played for a 
while after the war with Reading. 
In the amateur game, David 
Jacobs, centre-forward and driving 
force in the attack of the “ fashion- 
able Corinthians-Casuals, a Cam- 
bridge Blue is a player of high 
promise 

But perhaps the most talented of 

st-war Jewish players was Leon 
oseph, the brilliant Leytonstone 
left-winger, a splendid ball player, 
immensely fast, who won a num- 
ber of amateur caps for England ; 
a feat later performed by Miles 
Spector, of Hendon. Joseph was 
on the Spurs’ books for a time as 
an amateur, and could probably, if 
he'd turned professional, have 
equalled the achievement of 
another London amateur inter- 
national and later Spurs profes- 
sional outside-left, George Robb: 
that of winning a full cap, besides. 
But Joseph wouldn't turn pro. for the 
same reason that East End Jews no 
longer go into boxing; he clearly 
regarded it as a dead end; and so 
it was. 


New era 


This is where speculation over 
the present total absence of Jews in 
boxing, and the perpetual dearth of 
Jews professional football, 
begins and ends ; the motivation is 
wholly economic—and wholly 
rational. 

Now, however, matters in the 
football world are different. A 
talented player can put aside a 
good sum of money, during his 
career, without necessarily sacrific- 
ing his opportunitites in other, 
more permanent, directions. For 
the professional footballer is almost 
overburdened with spare time; 
there is nothing to stop him pur- 
suing some other activity, within 
limits, but his own measure of 
enterprise and industry. Mark 
Lazarus, for example, is con- 
tinuing to work as an upholsterer. 
(In parenthesis, let it be said that 
Lazarus is really a dubious illustra- 
tion of any new trend among’ 
young Jewish players, coming as 
he does from a family which has 
produced two fine boxers, and is 
already connected with professional 
sport.)

IS SOUTH AFRICAN JEWRY 
TOO TIMID? 


Sin,—I have often admired Chiet 
Rabbi L. Rabinowitz for his 
courageous statements and have been 
grateful—and expressed gratitude to 
him—for the lead he has given to 
the Jewish community. But 1 feel 
that in his article in your issue of 
September 22 he has, in his pre 
occupation with one section of the 
Jewish community, given a mislead- 
ing picture. 


True, there are Jews im South 
Africa who sympathise with the views 
of the majority of white South Afri- 
cans, They are part of the white 
population and have taken over the 
prejudices and fears of white South 
Africans. Such Jewish conformists 
are no less deserving of the strictures 
of the rabbi than their fellow-South 
Africans who uphold views con- 
demned by the rest of the world. 
What the proportion of Jewish con- 
formists is of the total Jewish com- 
munity neither | nor anyodody elise 
can say, because there are 0 public 
opinion polls in South Africa to make 
such judgments more than “ guess- 
timates.” The only scientific |1vesti- 
gation of race attitudes, made by 
Professor 1. D. MacCrone some years 
ago among students of the University 
of the Witwatersrand, showed that 
Jewish students had the most liberal 
race attitudes of the three groups 
investigated : the English, the Afn- 


kaans-$peaking, and the Jewish 
£roups. 
Rabbi Rabinowitz is, of course, 


entitled to inveigh against members 
of his community who objected to 
any utterances of his that could be 
designated as “political” Where I 
take issue with him is im his failure 
to indicate at any pommt—other than 
in his reference to Mr. L. A. Maisels 
(now the Hen. Justice Maisels}—that 
he is dealing with only a section of 
the Jewish community. Anyone read- 
ing his article would imagine that. all 
South African Jews are cowed and 
muted. 


In point of fact, Jews play a sig- 
nificamt role in the opposition to the 
Government's racial policies. Jews 
hold prominent positions im, and 
form a substantial proportion of, the 
Progressive Party, the Liberal Party, 
the South Afncan Institute of Race 
Relations—to mention only some of 
the bodies that stand wholly opposed 
to racial discrimination. There were 
Jews among the trustees and sponsors 
of the Treason Trial Defence Fund, 
as there are, indeed, among the mem- 
bers and on the committees of the 
numerous organisations that contimue 
the long, weary struggle against 
racial discrimination and injustice 

It seemed to me, during a recent 
visit overseas, that there is little 
realisation in the world outside South 
Africa of the sustained efforts being 
made in South Africa to combat 
official racial policies. I regret that 
Rabbi Rabinowitz, in Ins failure to 
give any credit to the Jews associated 
with the different sectors of the 
Liberal movement, has done nothing 
to rectify this attitude.

Permit me, as one who plays 
an active part in South African 
Jewish communal life, and as a 
Jewish journalist who, for 30 years, 
has reported its ups and downs, to 
correct the picture of South African 
Jewry a$ a community too timid to 


speak out on political issues, and of 
a Jewish Press afraid to make (or 
report) any political comment, which 
Rabbi L. I. Rabinowitz painted in 
his article “ A Rabbi's Duty to Speak 
Out,” in your esteemed journal. 


What Rabbi Rabinowitz mistakes 
tor fear of political repercussions to 
his statements is, in fact, mistrust of 
his sagacity in making them. His 
right to “speak out™ has not been 
denied him : what is questioned by 
his challengers is whether he exer- 
cises due responsibility in using it. 
The position of South African Jewry 
must be judged not by extravagantly 
expressed opinions but by objective 
considerations : 

(1) South Africa’s 100,000 Jews are 
an imtegral part of South Africa's 
White population, and can no more 
dissociate themselves from the 
interests of that population than they 
can from their skins. They will stand 
or fall with that population, and 
inevitably, in a situation where the 
White community is under increased 
pressure, they will react in a manner 
calculated to bulwark its position 


(2) South African Jews are full and 
equal citizens of the country, and 
participate in all branches of South 
African national life. They play 
their part in politics as citizens, some 
supporting. others opposing Govern- 
ment policies—and I have never 
found Jewish protagonists of cither 
side afraid to “speak out.” If -the 
Jewish community as such takes no 
stand on political issues, and resents 
Rabbi Rabinowitz’s attempts to talk 
it into doing so, that is because the 
community is divided on such issues, 
and recognises the right of cach indi- 
vidual to follow his personal political 
convictions, in the same way as Jews 
in Britain, U.S.A., and elsewhere. 

(3) The South African Jewish Press 
keeps out of national politics because 
it is a Press Which exists to serve the 


Jewish community with news and dis-. 


cussions of Jewish life and problems, 
here and abroad. It makes its appeal 
on the basis of Jewish interest and 
survival, and it could not fulfil its 
réle if it were to become partisan 
in national politics. 


(4) South Africa as a country has 
a long record of dealing fairly with 
its Jewish citizens, whether under the 
former British colonies, the former 
Boer republics, the recent Union of 
South Africa within the Common- 
wealth, or the Republic outside the 
Commonwealth, which South Africa 
has now become. This applies no 
less to the present than to past 
Governments—as Rabbi Rabinowitz 
has himself more than once con- 
firmed. There are bonds of friend- 
ship between Israel and South Africa, 
and much exchange of mutually 
beneficial ideas. Antisemitism has, 
aS Rabbi Rabinowitz concedes in his 
article, “been practically  non- 
existent since the present Govern- 
ment came into power—despite its 
doubtful record during the world war 
while it was in opposition.” In such a 
situation (would that it applied in 
more countries abroad!) the Jewish 
community has no cause for com- 
plaint against the Government, how- 
ever much some Jews may differ as 
citizens from Government policies 
affecting the relstions between South 


Africa's White and non-White 
peoples. 
(S) In so far as the latter policies 


are concerned, there are political,

STATE’S FUTURE 
GOVERNMENT 


Sirn,—I am very grateful to your 
valuable paper for reporting, in your 
issue of September 22, under the 
headline “ Talks Urged With F.L.N..~ 
the meeting of Mapam I addressed 
in London on September 16. But 
On one, quite important question, the 
prospects of a future Government of 
Israel, | was regretfully misquoted, 
I assume, due to linguistic difficulties 
I had to cope with 


In fact, I said that the practi- 
cal alternatives of the composition of 
the future Government are cither a 
broader Coalition Government with 
Mapai in a minority or on parity with 
the other Coalition parties or a 
narrow Coalition Government of 
Mapai, Liberals, and the Religious- 
National Party, with Mapai as a 
majority and Mapam a Achdut 
Avoda in opposition. Mapai doesn't 
seem to accept the first alternative, 
which is the logical outcome of the 
recent elections. It is also under- 
stood that Mr. Ben-Gurion would 
not agree to serve as Prime Minister 
of a Government without a clear-cut 
Mapai majority. ‘In view of the 
obstructionist policy of Mapai. some 
of the Coalition parties demand the 
formation of a broad Coalition from 
Left to Right, including Herut. with 
Mapai in opposition, version 
rejected by the Left. Mapam prefers 
participation in a Government of the 
first of the above-mentioned versions, 
but as matters develop it looks like 
the second version will materialise ; 
the Right will give in to Mapai and 
a narrow Coalition will be formed, 
with Mapai in the majority. and the 
Left in opposition.

INSCRIPTION 
STATUE 


Sim,—In a recent sssue of THe 
JewisH CHRONICLE a correspondent 
appealed for information about.a 
statue she had seen, with the inscrip- 


ON 


tion “en Israelis dux,” the 
courtyard of the Pitti Palace, 
Florence. 


The figure she describes is that of 
Moses, made up by the sculptor, 
Corradi, from an ancient torso. The 
four attendant figures are allegories 
of Legislation, Charity, Authority, 
and Zeal. 

The horns projecting from the 
head of Moses, to which your 


correspondemt drew attention, are a> 


recurrent feature in Renaissance 
portrayals of our teacher. An 
example that will occur to everyone 
is Michelangelo's great statue, imcor- 
porated with the tomb of Pope 
Julius If in the church of S. Pietro 
in Vincoli at Rome. This curious 
usage springs from a miustransiation 
of the account in Exodus xxxiv, 
of how Moses’s face shone with 
reflected glory when he spoke to 
God on Sinai. The word for 
“shone” in the Hebrew text (verses 
29, 30, 35) is koran; it occurs 
nowhere else in the Bible, and Pro- 
fessor S. R. Driver refers to it as 
a denominative from keren 
(horn), in the sense of ray: the 
implication being that Moses emitted 
rays or beams of light. This mean- 
ing, however, is missed in the Latin 
version (“the Vulgate”) of St. 
Jerome, accepted as canonical by 
the Roman Catholic Church. Had the 
Christian translator leaned upon the 
Septuagini version he would have 
been nearer the mark,

WORLD BIBLE 
READING 


Sirn,—We Jews are referred to by 
the kindest of non-Jews as the 
“People of the Book.” Many of our 
well-wishers are under the illusion 
that the majority of us deserve the 
title by virtue of the fact that we are 
aware of the contents of our Bible, 
In point of fact, do we, as Jews, on 
the average, know the Bible as well 
as non-Jews do? 


The purpose of this ictter ss to 
draw attention to the opportunity 
that has presented itself to Jews the 
world over to familiarise themscives 
with the Bible, with the minimam of 
effort. 


In 1939 a Jewish Bible Readers 
Union was formed, which published 
a bulietin periodically, and which 
compiled a Programme of Daily 
Bible Reading, one chapter to be 
read cach day. Since then, in this 
way, the whoie of the Old Testament 
bas been read cight times. 


In recent years the Israc] Society 
for Biblical Research came into 
being. Mecting forinighily at the 
home of Mr. Ben-Gurion, it is 
addressed by distinguished scholars, 
and its members are personally 
invited by the Prime Minister. In 
collaboration with the Jewish neeecy 
it has now formed a work Jewis 
Bible Society, whose aim it is to 
encourage Bible reading by Jews 
throughout the whole world.

swirling round in the endless 
Saturday night search for some- 
thing to do, someone to meet, 
somewhere to go.

strictly limited. You can only 
inch your way. across the dance 
floor. You cannot shout your 
way above the band On the 
floor, flattered by the caressing, 
dim lights, which sparkle on 
houffante hairdos and tired young 
faces, “dancing” is limited to a 
swaying motion. Some clubs 
boast fruit machines, so Saturday 
night sport can include crowding 
round to take turns at feeding 
sixpences in the siot 

“it's hysterical down here— 
we're sticking together.” “If you 
stay for more than an hour you 
get either a headache or an ear- 
ache or both.” “Its horrible 
here, but there’s nowhere else to 
go!” Exaggerated comments ? 
No, just dusky voices from the 
dance floor singing the week-cnd 
woes of the teens, 


it’s cheaper alone ! 


In clubs with more space the 
boys and girls enjoy jiving and 
ctive dancing. There is at least 
room to move! Yet for girls who 
come without partners (and most 
boys prefer to go to dances 
alone“ it's cheaper”) Satur- 
day nights can be one long sit- 
down, “It's sometimes very bor- 
ing.” said Jeanette Singer, an 
18-year-old secretary from Gants 
Hill. Ilford. Why come? “I 
don’t think the boys come with 
any serious intentions,” Jeanette 
added. A male in heafing dis- 
tance, in his twenties, who wished, 
for obvious reasons, to keep his 
name out of the paper, agreed. 
“If a boy comes toza dance hall 
it's just to pick up a girl. It is 
much better to meet a girl at a 
social club, where you get to Know 
and understand her as a person

before actually taking her out.” 

“Jewish boys,” said Pamela 
Clements, aged 18. of Finchley, 
“are always thinking of what's 
coming after the dance.” 

And yet the boys and girls still 
come, protesting at their bore- 
dom, the noise, and the crowd. 
For those who go _ partnered, 
Saturday night at a dance can be 
great fun. For the shy, or the 
lonely, or for those without part- 
ners, it can be really painful. 


Older partners wanted 


The dance halls and coffee bars 
where “the crowd goes” attract 
Jewish boys and girls from all 
over London, from Balham to 
Bayswater, from Harrow to 
Hackney, Most of the dancers 
(aged from 16-plus, usually) once 
belonged to local Jewish youth 
clubs. But they have outgrown 
them. The irresistible urge to mix 
with older, and older, and older 
partners seizes them. “ At Willes- 
den,” says Shirley Aaronson, a 
hairdresser, “they start goimg to 
youth clubs at cleven or twelve.” 
“At Golders Green the crowd is 
twelve or 13.” said Linda Lux, 
aged 16. “We don't seem to fit 
in. We like going with fellows of 
19 or 20.” 

‘I only wish there were more 
clubs for the olde! teens,” said 
Michael Sorkin, 23, pattern 
cutter, of Clapton, “I'd give it 
my full support.” 

Pat Reuben, an attractive secre- 
tary from Finchley. holds strong 
views on the need for a centre 
where Jewish boys and girls could 
meet and be introduced without 
the Saturday might rat race. 
“There should be one main 
Jewish club for North London 
and one for South. The way it 
is at the moment the boys sit in 
one corner and the girls in 
another. Yon'd think.” she said, 
fixing two of the watching wolves 
with her eve. “that some of these 
boys come for the sit-down,”

SOCIAL FORCE OF 
NATIONALISM 


Barou Memorial Lecture

A number of Africans were in the 
audience at the Gustave Tuck 
Theatre, University College, London, 
last week, when Professor Benjamin 
Akzin, of the Hebrew University, 
spoke on “ Nations and Nationalism 
in the Twentieth Century.” 

Professor Axzin, who is head of 
the Department for Political Science, 
was delivering the sixth annual Noah 
Barou Memorial Lecture instituted 
by the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress. Its Chairman, Mr 
Jacob Halévy, presided. 

In keeping with the university set- 
ting and his mixed audience, rather 
than with the aim of the Barou 
Memorial Lecture, Professor Akzin 
limited his address to general 
remarks on nationality and 
nationalism without any reference to 
Jews. Zionism, or Israeli. 

While the nation as a social pheno- 
menon was very old, the lecturer said, 
nationalism dated back only to the 
French Revolution and to the 
Napoleonic Wars. Nationalism began 
as an extension of the democratic 
Klea to whole ethnic groups. But 
whereas, in its rst phase, 
nationalism was both a liberal 
and universalist concept, it later 
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Professor Akzin delivering the 
Barou Memorial Lecture 


developed a negative side and took 
on the form of extreme chauvinism, 
imperialism, racialism, or fascism. 
But whethér for good or for evil, Pro- 
fessor Akzin stressed, “ nationalism 
is a tremendous social force.” In the 
last hundred years it was mainly a 
European movement ; in the 
twenticth century, however, it left 
Furope and took on in Asia and 
Africa the form of “ de-colonisation.”

THE THAMES IN ALL ITS 
MOODS 


By PETER STONE 


Alfred Cohen's Intimist interiors at 
the Ben Uri Gallery in 1959 were 
good; his boats off the Normandy 
coast at the Obelisk last year were 
better; and his “Aspects of the 
Thames” now at the Kaplan Gallery 
are his best so far. He is a thought- 
ful as well as a sensitive painter, and 
much preliminary design has gone 
into these works. They are well con- 
structed as well as being full of atmo- 
sphere, weather, and time of day. 
They are painted mainly from the 
Pool of London up to Westminster, 
and some of the larger ones, like 
Tower Bridge, have a suggestion of 
Kokoschka’s great Thames series, but 
they are quieter, softer in colour, and 
more subtle. Light and space are 
integrated with form; and the half- 
light of dawn, misty sun, dusk and 
night dissolves detail to semi-abstrac- 
tion. If it had not become a dirty 
word, I would call these paintings 
beautiful. 


Another sensitive artist is Patrick

IN THE SALEROOM 


A German gilt-mctal watch-case. 
pierced with concentric circles— in 
Hebrew and dated 1613, is one of the 
important Willard H. Wheeler col- 
lection of watches being sold at 
Sotheby's on Monday. There are also 
watches by Jeremia Metzger, who 
worked in Augsburg between 1564

ISRAELI COMPOSER 
IN LONDON 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A man whose life in Israel has 
been dedicated to the collection of 
treasures of Oriental Jewish folk- 
music, and who is well known as a 
prolific composer and fine concert 
pianist, has arrived in London. He 
is Mr. Nachum Nardi, a _ leading 
authority on ancient and modern 
Jewish music. 

Mr. Nardi has 
compositions, many of them of a 
liturgical nature. He has composed 
music for most of the world’s lead- 
ing cantors as well as for Israel on 
its various anniversaries.

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BAR-ILAN’S SPECIAL ROLE 
Provider of Israel’s culture 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The theory that the Bar-Ilan 
University was destined to provide 
the religious culture which would 
ultimately come out of Israel—the 
Hebrew University and Haifa Technion 
being too pre-occupied with secular 
education—was put forward by Mr. 
Robert N. Carvalho, Chairman of 
the Friends of Bar-Ilan, when he 
proposed a vote of thanks al a 
packed meeting of the Elan Group 
(Younger Friends of Bar-Ilan) on 
Sunday. 

Explaining why he felt Bar-Ilan’s 
existence Was as essential to Diaspora 
as to Isracli culture, Mr. Carvalho 
said that other higher educational 
establishments in Israel were so occu- 
pied in preparing students for the 
material building up of the State 
that they had no time for Judaism. 
When he was in Israel he had found 
it difficult to visit the Hebrew Uni- 
versity’s synagogue, which was not 
inclu im normal tours inspec- 
tion. And the Orthodox headmaster 
of a “very good” secondary school 
had admitted to him that prayers were 
not held at the school, and that he 
was forced to set homework on 
Fridays which could not be com- 
pleted by Sunday unless the pupils 
broke the Sabbath. 

Is the existence of any university 
justified in a country where there is 
no State secondary education? This 
was asked by the guest speaker and 
Hon. President of the Elan Group, 
Rabbi Dr. Kopul Rosen, who 
explained why -the university, far 
from hindering the growth of popular 
education, tended to act instead as a 
stimulus. 

In European countries, he said. 
universities came mig existence 
before public schools, and the public 
and church schools were founded 
before the advent of State education. 
The result of this system of “ build- 
ing from the roof downwards,” 
meant that schools aspired to satisfy 
those high standards demanded by

developed a novel method of his 
own—but his artistry has never 
been more magnificently displayed. 
Everything stained — glass 
depends upon the harmony of 
colour, and in these windows 
Chagall seems to have emptied 
his paint box, achieving a result 
which can at least stand compari- 
son with, even though it cannot 
rival the finest medieval work. 
Indeed, Chagall has produced cer- 
tain colours. such as greens and 
mauves, which are rarely found in 
ancient glass. 

The colour effect of the twelve 
windows seen together with the 
sunshine beating on them outside 
is indescribable. Nor has Chagall 
sacrificed design and content for 
colour. In the representation of 
the symbolism of the Twelve 
Tribes he has allowed his imagi- 
nation full scope. Flowers, 
animals, traditional Jewish sym- 
bols, fishes literally swimming in 
the sea, all find their place though 
no human representation is 
allowed. “Each piece of glass,” 
Chagall told me, “must speak, 
must vibrate. And the lead, too, 
must have its design.” 

When the windows, after a 
short visit to America, are erected 
in Jerusalem the Holy City will 
have acquired another monument 
worthy of its unique place in the 
history of the world. 


the universities. This theory also 
had its place in Jewish tradition. The 
whole system of Jewish education 
had been to “build from the roof 
downwards,” setting a high standard 
tcwards which education § aspired. 
This was why illiteracy was prac- 
tically unknown among Jews. 
Those who maintained that the 
establishment of universities hindered 
the growth of State education in 
Israel had no valid grounds for their 
complaints, Nor had those who 
argued that Bar-Ilan was not cntitled 


to call itself a university, since 
universities should be secular. Bar- 
llan had an important réle to play in 


modern Isracl, added Rabbi Rosen. 
In times of expansion there was a 
need for non-conformist methods— 
providing the objective was right. 
The meeting, the first Presidential 
Lecture of the Group, was also the 
first cultural event to take place at 
the premises of the Marble Arch 
Synagogue. The minister, Rabbi 
Maurice Unterman, who presided, 
expressed the hope that the synagogue 
would become an educational and 
cultural centre for Anglo-Jewry.

Burning the Talmud (48) 


Through the influence of the apostate, 
Nicholas Donin, who claimed that in 
the Talmud there is abuse against Christ 
and Christianity, and that the Talmud 
commands to curse Gentiles and defraud 
them, Louis IX, the King of France, 
ordered that the leading rabbis should 
debate with him and wh his ministers 
and bishops. The debate took place in 
Paris in the year 1240. The chief 
speaker on the Jewish side was Rabbi 

chiel, of Paris, the head of the Yeshiva. 
Notwithstanding the answers of Rabbi 
Yehiel. the king ordered that all the 
Jews should give their books of the 
Talmud, and whoever did not give, 
would be put to death. In the year 
1242, the bishops burned hundreds of 
recious manuscripts of the Taimud that 

rned men had copicd through gencra- 
tions in handwriting, in one of the streets 
of Paris. In spite of the lack of books, 
Rabbi Ychiel continued to teach in his 
Yeshiva; through his excellent memory 
he was able to teach his pupils by 
heart. As the ban on session of 
books of the Talmud remamed in force, 
he and his son left for Palestwwe. The 
period of the Ba'‘ale Tosafot m France 
came 10 an end. 

Also in Germany, the Ba’‘ale Tosafol 
studied and taught. The majority of 
them studied in their youth at the ercat 
yeshivot of France, and on returning to 
the countries of their birth, they founded 


yeshivot: in the spirit of the French 
eshivot. One of the German RBa‘ale 
osafot was Rabbi Judah the Pious. 


The last of the Ba’ale Tosafot was Rabbi 
Meir of Rothenburg.

In a house in East Finchley 
there is a private museum whose 
treasures will one day be inherited 
by the National Theatre.

“I'm a very liealthy man 
for nearly 71, and [ ascribe my 
longevity and good health to the 
fact that I loathe physical. exer- 
cise in-any shape or form. Most 
of my friends who have devoted 
their lives to keeping fit have 
worn themselves out and = diéd 
young. 

Drama critics are often envis- 
aged’ as jaded creatures, thei: 
appetite for the theatre dulled by 
constant over-feeding. But Mr 
Landstone. who claims to. have 
seen nearly 4.000 plays, is not one 
of them. “Every night in the 
theatre I think * This is my home.’ 
No, seeing so many plays hasn't 
made me more critical. 
anxiously want to enjoy myself.” 

And that, I suppose, is why he 
does.

The Druse community of Irsael 
generally feels satisfaction at the 
result of the Syrian revolution, and 


is relieved that Syria has broken 
away from Egyptian domination, 
according to Druse spokesmen.

Notables of the Druse community 
here, said that “the liberation of 
Syria from Nasser’s clutches revives 
the age-old dream of an independent 
Druse State on the Jebel Druse 
mountains of Southern Syria.”

SIX MONTHS 


Compulsory loan before Knesset

JERUSALEM. 


A Bill for a compulsory loan to 
raise 1£25 million (about £5 millon) 
within six months was laid before 
the Knesset last week by Mr. Lev: 
Eshkol, the Minister of Finance, and 
finally approved by the House on 
Wednesday. The “loan” takes the 
form of a 12 per cent rise in income 
tax over a one-year period, which 
may later be extended for an addi- 
tional year. 


The reason for the new austerity 
measure is that immigration has risen 
sharply, and over 60,000 newcomers 
are expected during this year. In the 
first six months alone, more than 
25,000 immigrants--as many as were 
expected during the entire year 
arrived in Israel. This has accen- 
tuated the Israeli Governments 
deficit of the last few months 

The first reading of Mr. Eshkol's 
“litth budget” was approved by al! 
parties in the House, except Herut 
and the Communists, with Agudat 
Israel abstaining. 

A large portion of the money to 
be raised is needed for housing new 
immigrants, Mr. Eshkol stated. He 
warned that the I1£92 millon (119 
million) that had been allocated for 


this purpose in the ordinary budget, 
together with the 1£27 milbon allo- 
cated to the Jewish Agency for this 
purpose, had heen exhausted. and 
said that in addition to the Com- 
pulsory Loan another 1£60 million 
would hive to be found, 

Under the provisions of the Com- 
pulsory Loan, bachelors earning less 
than (£40) monthly, and 
married persons earning less than 
14290 (£58) monthly are exempt. 
Incomes over this level wil be 
assessed according to a sfiding-scale, 
rising to 1£30 (£6) monthly. epay- 
ment of contributions will begin in 
1967. when the sums paid By one- 
tenth of the taxpayers will be 
returned. A lottery will determine 
which persons ate paid rebates each 
year,

Motives of swastika-daubers

New York 
A psichological study of 76 youths 
who had been arrested for swastika 
daubing recentiv revealed that they 


all suffer from a feeling of insecurity 


and inadequac\ as cl result of 
unstable home lives Ihe, had few 
friends. showed no concern § for 
community problems and then 
actions did not appear to be incon- 
sistent with their home environment, 
the report States 

Ihe youths were from eleven to 
2S vears of age Most of them had 
previous police records Alcoholism. 
mental iiiness. and crimnal activity 
formed part of their various back- 


grounds 

They were interviewed by Professor 
Martin Deutsch, of the Department 
of Psychology at New York Medical 
College. Professor Deutsch said that 
most of -them seemed to expect 
approval of their actions. With few 
exceptions, their parents expressed 
no disapproval of the = swastika 
incuients, although they voiced 
regret that thew children had got 
into trouble. 

More than half of them spoke of 


a strong antisemitic bias, even after 
they were arrested They also had 
strong anti-Negro feelings. All said 


that they had read tigoted literature 
some antisemitic. some anti-Negro. 
and some anti-Catholic 

“ Even -those with superior intell 
gence had not achieved much in life 
nor done well at school. and many 
seemed rootiess.” said Dr. Deutsch 
They are cynical, suspicious, bitter. 
and bored. 

Ihe youths had never: received 
any positive social support from com 
munal authorities in a position to 
offer alternatives to boredom. A result 
of this was a search for power. of 
which, to many, the swastika is a 
symbol.” 

Dr. Deutsch said that social and 
economuc changes in society. accom- 


panied by increasing urban decay. 
produce more and more of these 
“marginal people.” His study of 


Swastika-smearers indicates “ hatred 
and the need for a source of power 
to still their feelings of wmade- 
quacy 

“ This may become a real danger 
if,.as citizens, we do not correct. the 
causes of the frustration. boredom. 
and unreality found in these youths,” 
he states,
